PROPOSALS for a model building

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MADE TO MEASURE HOUSES 

HE competition for designs for small houses (in the organisation of which 

the RIBA has joined hands with the ‘Ideal Home Magazine’) is to be 
commended not only for the improving effect it may well have on design in 
a field notably sparse in quality but by reason of the sense of public duty which 
has impelled the RIBA Council to support the scheme. Undoubtedly the 
success of the competition, which basically connotes the preparation of type 
designs to be placed on sale to the house-building public, will deprive some 
architects, especially in the provinces, of commissions; on the other hand, 
a realistic view will show that a large number of designs of indifferent quality 
is already on the market and that the proposed scheme, while certain to raise 
the standard of architecture, comfort and convenience of the British small 
house, will also provide some return to practitioners called on to advise on 
siting and to supervise construction. The RIBA, and its Public Relations 
Officer, Miss Bromley, may be congratulated on a forward-looking action 
which should raise the profession’s status with the public. 


VICTORIAN INHERITANCE 


HATEVER differences of opinion there may be about the quality of 

Victorian architecture—and even the experts disagree on particular 
works—there is no doubt about its quantity. Coinciding with the fantastic 
industrial expansion of the nineteenth century it exceeds in volume that of 
any other period. Some great cities—Manchester, for example—are largely 
products of the Victorian age. Much Victorian architecture, however, some 
of it excellent, had already disappeared when Hitler’s bombs fell, destroying 
a lot more. Since then, in the normal course of redevelopment, much more 
has gone and more is threatened. A good deal of this was, or is, of no 
particular architectural account. No doubt a lot more could go without 
any serious loss to the architecture of the period. The point is, what ought 
indubitably to be kept and how can it be safeguarded? 

For all who have an interest in the matter it was a relief to know that 
The Society for the Protection of Ancient Buildings had agreed to set up a 
Victorian Society to keep watch. No doubt many of the outstanding monu- 
ments of the period, particularly public buildings, are safe enough for a long 
time to come, e.g., the Houses of Parliament, the Law Courts, the Albert Hall, 
St. George’s Hall, Liverpool, Manchester Town Hall, and so forth, but that 
public ownership is no guarantee of the preservation of a fine work of archi- 
tecture the case of the Imperial Institute provides sufficient warning. Buildings 
in private ownership, especially commercial buildings, are particularly vulner- 
able, and churches of architectural merit are often threatened. The field is 
enormous and would probably need an immense organisation with large 
financial resources to watch over it with the certainty that nothing of any 
importance was being missed. 7 

Obviously the Victorian Society will have to go to work cautiously. There 
are many things to be considered in relation to a threatened building—its 
authorship, its architectural quality, its structural condition and suitability 
to contemporary requirements, the scarcity or otherwise of its type, to say 
nothing of the redevelopment value of its site—probably the chief interest 
of its owners! 

Mr. H. S. Goodhart-Rendel, our greatest authority on the architecture of 
the Victorian period, gave a splendid lead to the Group in the address which 
he gave recently, under the title * Victorian Conservanda,’ to the London 
Society, some extracts from which are given on page 699 of this issue. He 
suggested the broad principles on which preservationists should work when 
he said: * To claim living-room for an object of architectural beauty, or for 
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a production of remarkable enterprise or invention is one thing; whereas 
to claim it for what it merely amuses us to contemplate is quite another.’ Of 
course, what may impress one as being an object of beauty may only amuse 
another and, as Mr. Goodhart-Rendel added, ‘we shall have to presume a 
discriminatory power in ourselves so as to decide whether to refrain from 
or to take action.’ The Group is fortunate in having so unrivalled an authority 
as Mr. Goodhart-Rendel to turn to for help and advice; fortunate, too, in 
having the friendly support of other bodies such as the CPRE, the Historic 
Buildings Committee of the MoHLG, and the Royal Fine Art Commission. 

The great value of Mr. Goodhart-Rendel’s address is that it gives a clear 
lead on the things that are best worth preserving. It should be a great help 
to those on whom the responsibility for action will fall, and could do much 
towards forming an instructed public opinion. 

We regret that lack of space prevents us from giving the address in full, 
though the considerable extracts printed afford a good indication of its 
remarkable scope and quality. We should like to see the address published 
as a booklet and widely circulated for the benefit of laymen, public authorities, 
Church councils, amenity societies and other interested bodies. 


LIGHT AND SHADE 


HE Architectural Correspondent of the Manchester Guardian, reporting 

on the Design Centre’s feature of the month—the ubiquitous bed-sitter— 
tells us that the fashion for white walls is a ‘ return to the principle that light 
is the most important thing you can have in a building’; a principle which 
one is led to assume has the full approval of the writer. 

Comforted for the moment that such a fundamental point has been estab- 
lished, the poor bewildered reader must be forgiven for wondering where 
conviction in high places lies when he sees on the opposite page that at the 
annual meeting of the Housing Centre it has been said that the present ‘ light 
fanaticism’ in architecture has played a part in the growing nervousness of 
the present generation. Nay, we are further told by the same speaker that 
‘shadows and twilights are as necessary to a child as sun and fresh air.’ 
* Delicious dark attics’ are apparently the anti-neurotic ideal. 

Obviously, the thing has not been settled at all, and the white-wall purists 
must prepare for strong counter-attack from a growing cupboard-under-the- 
stairs school of social thought. Once again, the problem for the architect 
must resolve itself into the reconciliation of conflicting principles. The 
children of light and the children of darkness must be brought to terms. 
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Notes of the Week 


International Architects 


NE of the committees centred on th 

RIBA of which too little is heard i 
the International Union of Architect 
(British section). This committee does ; 
good deal of unobtrusively useful work 
for the profession, of which assistance 
rendered to IUA headquarters in vetting 
the conditions of international competi- 
tions is only one aspect. Its members 
contribute to international committees on 
such matters as educational and hospital 
building and give a good deal of time in 
general to seeing that the architectural 
flag of Great Britain is seen abroad. 

A recent example of this was at the 
International Congress recently concluded 
in Moscow and, for students, in Lenin- 
grad. Some account of this has come 
from Professor Robert Matthew who, 
with Mr. A. G. Ling, was an official dele- 
gate. Over 1,500 delegates turned up at 
the Congress including 240 from France, 
and 180 from Mexico, and what is 
described as a notable contribution was 
made by Mr. Ling who was one of the 
four rapporteurs. The theme was the 
redevelopment of city centres, and there 
were full huuses at each session, includ- 
ing the wives of delegates who apparently 
listened with great enthusiasm. Perhaps 
shopping facilities in Russia fall below 
those offered by the various centres at 
which the British Architects’ Conference 
annually meets.

A Tax Concession 


THE NEWS that the RIBA has been 
successful in its negotiations with the 
Treasury to secure for architects in local 
government and other forms of * official ’ 
employment a concession that permits 
them income tax relief for Institute sub- 
scriptions (announced in our issue of 
October 10) is sure of a good welcome 
from those many thousands of RIBA 
membership affected. That architects in 
such employment should have _ been 
debarred from a form of tax relief to 
which their brethren in private practice 
have been entitled is one of those 
anomalies which festoon the Inland 
Revenue department. The remedy now 
applied does the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer credit while reflecting equally 
on the persistence in a good cause of Mr. 
Spragg who has taken a leading part, in 
conjunction with other professional 
societies affected over the years, in press- 
ing the cause of tax equity. This relief 
comes at a singularly helpful moment to 
the RIBA membership which next year 
will pay increased subscriptions. 


AA One-Day Course 


AT A TIME when man gazes upwards 
and his economic trend follows suit it is 
obviously beneficial for architects, many 
of whom are in practice for themselves, 
to know something about the manage- 
ment of their affairs and even more about 
controlling cost. 

To this end last Friday’s one-day course 
arranged by the Architectural Association 
and held at 34-36 Bedford-square, W1, 
was dedicated. During the course of the 
day several papers were read covering 
cost control methods, the causes for cost 
awareness, its effect on architectural prac- 
tice, and principles of management. This 
was followed by discussion on future 
training and whether these subjects 
should be incorporated in the AA school 
curriculum or included in post-graduate 
training. It was widely felt that any such 
teaching should be kept until students had 
reached the post-graduate stage. The five- 
year course of study is already so full and 
complicated that to add further subjects 
would seem to be futile. As it was pointed 
out, if the job is learned properly and 
applied vigorously, experience will do the 
rest. 

No doubt, however, many of those 
present learned a great deal of use to 
them in their everyday work. The 
papers themselves and the discussion 
which followed were both stimulating and 
‘highly instructive. Speakers were G. 
Redfern, ARIBA, Dip. Arch. (Birm.), 
E. R. Parrinder, FRICS, FIArb., F 
Warner, J. M. Austin-Smith, FRIBA, 
AA Dipl. Chairman for the course was 
the president of the Association, Mr. D. 
Clarke Hall, FRIBA, AA Dipl.

Society of Architectural Historians 


THE RECENTLY FOUNDED Society of 
Architectural Historians, Great Britain, 
has got off to an excellent start, particu- 
larly with its journal, “Architectural His- 
tory,’ the first volume of which has just 
reached us. Its four principal features, 
all well illustrated, are as follows: * Prob- 
lems in Greek Architectural History,’ by 
Professor R. A. Cordingley (a scholarly 
review of the Penguin book, ‘ Greek 
Architecture,’ by A. W. Lawrence); ‘ The 
Architects of Stafford House,’ by Howard 
Colvin (who finally determines the parts 
played by Robert Smirke, Benjamin and 
Philip Wyatt, and Charles Barry in the 
design of this remarkable building); 
‘Notes on the Building of Smeaton 
Manor, by J. Brandon-Jones (a series 
of letters by Philip Webb to his client 
about the building of a country house 
during the years 1877-1879); and 
‘Francis Goodwin (1784-1835), by 
Michael Port (a study of the architect’s 
relationship with the Church Building 
Commissioners and his quarrel with 
C. A. Busby). In addition to a sup- 
plementary record of two _ interesting 
Liverpool buildings by Peter, Ellis, 
designed respectively in 1864 and 1866, 
the volume includes a report of the 
annual general meeting of the Society 
and a list of members. Mr. J. P. West- 
Taylor, the editor, is to be congratulated 
on a notable first volume. The address 
of the Society is York Institute of Archi- 
tectural Study, Micklegate, York. 


Builder Speaks to Rotary 


THE TASK of speaking on technical sub- 
jects to Rotary Clubs, as those who have 
done it well know, is not easy. The twenty 
minutes allowed for these lunchtime 
addresses allows scant time to outline a 
theme, let alone elaborate upon it. Mr. 
Stanley Farrow managed the job well 
when speaking last week to the Rotary 


Club of London on the subject *‘ The 
builder and his client.’ Mixing fact and 
humour in nice proportions, Mr. Farrow 
gave a clear picture of the way in which 
the contractor of today differs from the 
craft builder of previous generations, but 
made the point clearly that building still 
offers opportunities for service to the com- 
munity as great as any offered by medi- 
cine and other professions. In his post 
as President of the LMBA he had full 
opportunity to see how builders were 
striving to equip themselves by manage- 
ment and other techniques to improve 
efficiency. 

The Club numbers among its past Pre- 
sidents two past Presidents of the LMBA, 
Mr. Eric Rice and Mr. Gerald Hill. Both 
were present at the lunch and the latter 
proposed a vote of thanks to Mr. Farrow 
which was warmly received. 


Ceramic Figures 


THE SCULPTURE galleries at the Royal 
Academy have been graced for some 
years past by the sculptures of Miss 
Audrey Blackman. Those who have 
admired her work can see her one-woman 
exhibition of ceramic figures which is to 
be opened for two weeks from to-day 
(October 24) at the Heffer Gallery, Sidney- 
street, Cambridge. Examples of her work 
are in the permanent collection of the 
FitzWilliam Museum. 


Cecil Houses

The Silly Season 


To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—The ‘Silly Season’ is upon us 
again. For larger contracts, for which 
the builder’s board must be up on the site 
by March 31 next (or subject to some 
such requirement), failing which finance 
will be lost, drawings are now reaching 
quantity surveyors. The season extends 
till about the end of January when draw- 
ings for smaller jobs, for which the 
quantity surveyor might normally need a 
month, are issued with the expectation 
that he will do his work in a fortnight. 

Most public work seems to be affected 
by this sword of Damocles wired-up and 
fused to drop at midnight on March 31— 
schools, hospitals and Government build- 
ings generally. With all the talk of 
planning that there is, officialdom is con- 
stantly failing to plan efficiently. Whether 
it is the framing of the programmes that 
is at fault or the individuals who carry 
them out before instructions reach the 
quantity surveyor, we cannot, of course, 
know, but the failure is there and repeated 
year after year. ; 

One wonders whether, when one is asked 
to do in two months a job for which one 
would expect four, the architect is merely 
bullying, knowing quite well that it can’t be 
done, or whether he is just ignorant of the 
work of the quantity surveyor. Does he 
know that, when the latter is handed 100 or 
more drawings, it will be a week before he 
has examined, analysed, referenced, 
coloured where necessary, marked them up, 
had typed copies made of specification notes 
and got organised to start putting down 
dimensions? Does he realise that more than 
a week is required at the end to edit the draft 
bill, and that in the process of editing there 
is much work in co-ordinating, finding out 
why this has been done or what that insuf- 
ficiently lucid description means? Is he not, 
therefore, being just silly when he says that 
in the old days a quantity surveyor would 
have done the job in a month? Do the 
schools have their students taught the quan- 
tity surveyor’s and builder's side of the indus- 
try by teachers who know these sides inti- 
mately, or is such teaching left to 
architects with theoretical knowledge only of 

























the subject? How long is the unhealthy 
inbreeding of architects to go on? 

The quantity surveyor is not a sausage- 
machine. He is a professional man prepar- 
ing a contract document, every word of 
which, even to a ‘ditto,’ may be the subject 
of dispute in the Courts or before an arbi- 
trator, He often finds inconsistencies and 
mistakes in the architect’s drawings, which 
can as a result be corrected. His own mis- 
takes are not normally discovered until ten- 
ders are in, and they may, therefore, be of 
very serious consequence, He is not to be 
—he will not be—chivvied just to cover the 
blunders of others, 

In my young days some of the best brains 
of Oxford and Cambridge were picked for 
the Treasury. Is there no brain there now 
that can think out some less childish device 
for control of finance than the dead-line, 
‘or else—’? Cannot somebody be provided 
with a big stick to see that programmes are 
adhered to all down the line, and to adjust 
the programme where necessary, so that 
quantity surveyors and tenderers have time 
to do their job properly? A few years ago 
I had a case where after a great rush the 
builder’s board was just got up by the magic 
date. On examination of the priced bill a 
very serious mistake was found and the 
builder withdrew. A different board was in 
due course erected, but that did not seem to 
matter!

‘ All-in’ Benefits 
To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—I am surprised to see that some 
architects in private practice wish to 
prohibit the employment of architects by 
contractors who offer an ‘all-in’ service 
of design and construction. Why this 
concern about the employment of profes- 
sional men by trading companies? Is 
there an architect who has never agreed 
to an estimate for steel frames, reinforced 
concrete, and other services and materials 
from a commercial firm that employs 
professional engineers whose salaries 
(plus overheads and profit) are included in 
a tender? Is it assumed that a Chartered 
Engineer has a lower professional status 
than a Registered Architect? In such cases 
the professional engineer is in the same 
position as the architect in a contractor's 
‘all-in service, and the client (in this 
case the independent architect who by- 
passes a consulting engineer) knows that 
the professional engineer is responsible 
only to his own integrity and to his em- 
ployer. 

There have been serious complaints about 
the delays in building due to the unbusiness- 
like methods of some architects and to their 
unfamiliarity with structural design, with new 
materials, and with the economies that can be 
made with the use of modern construction 
plant. Surely a period of service with a 
large contracting firm, where he necessarily 
works closely with the estimating, engineer- 
ing and plant departments, is likely to pro- 
duce the type of architect that is needed 
today? These men are not bound to stay 
with contractors all their lives. It may be 
recalled that in civil and structural engineer- 
ing, and particularly in reinforced concrete, 
some of our most eminent consultants 
worked with firms who were both designers 
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and contractors before they started in 
private practice. Architects now employed 
by contractors might well follow the same 
course to the advantage of the architectural 
profession.

‘ Two Forms of Quantity Surveying’ 
To the Editor of The Builder 

IR,—May I comment upon Mr. Holds- 

worth’s letter in The Builder of Octo- 
ber, 3. His diverting account of the 
Chartered Surveyor’s business outlook 
(vide para. two) on such mundane matters 
as fees and expenditure in connection with 
his work leads me to believe that he must 
be indulging in the exercise of gentle 
satire. To imagine otherwise would be to 
charge him with the utterance of naive 
Statements springing from _ ideological 
conceptions, which can have little in com- 
mon with modern realism. 

In noting his concern lest industry may 
have erred in adopting a profession whose 
independence is necessary to the fulfilment 
of its purpose, it is pertinent to inquire why 
industry has so behaved. Industry is not 
notable for the practice of philanthropy to 
the extent of employing expensive permanent 
staffs of quantity surveyors without good 
reason. If it can be said that by the employ- 
ment of a surveyor a contractor persuades 
the building owner to pay more for his ser- 
vices than he is justly entitled to, then the 
professional surveyor has failed to do his 
duty. If the contractor, before engaging his 
quantity surveyor, was paid less than his just 
dues, did it not become his duty to employ 
a surveyor, and did not the professional 
surveyor fail again? These considerations 
are elementary, I admit, but are based on 
fact, and without doubt form the basis upon 
which Mr. Holdsworth’s statements must be 
judged. 

In regard to his reference to industry's 
Surveyors ‘imitating the methods’ of the 
quantity surveyor, it is of course evident 
that he has not troubled to inquire into the 
nature of the training and examination pro- 
cesses which the majority of contractors’ sur- 
veyors undergo, after which it is not neces- 
sary to imitate anybody. 

On the whole I feel that my first impres- 
sion was near the mark, and that I must 
congratulate your correspondent on_ his 
delicate sense of humour.

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New under construction on a site which faces County 
Hall across York-road, this is a multi-storey office 
building of 12 floors including the ground floor, together 
with a basement, and in addition there is a two-decker 
car park approached by a ramp. 


Due to the condition of purchase of the site, it is 
necessary that the building be erected in two sections. 
At present there is an existing Public House situated on 
the corner of Leake-street and York-road, and it is con- 
ditional in constructing the new building that the accom- 
modation of the present Public House should be included 
in the new building. The result of this is that the north- 
west end of the building is to be constructed first, and in 
this section the new Public House will be accommodated 
and will be completed ready for occupation prior to the 
demolition of the existing Public House. 


Construction is mainly reinforced concrete with columns 
and floors, avoiding beams. The front and back elevations 
are clothed with curtain walling with the exception of the 
ground and first floors on the front elevation which, in 
the main, are faced with Portland stone. The accommo- 
dation includes two high-speed gearless lifts, and central 
heating is provided by oil-fired boilers. The gross floor 
area amounts to 81,780 sq. ft. plus space for 30 cars. 
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by the Minister in October, 1951, under 
Section 30 of the Town and Country Plan- 
ning Act, 1947. ‘It thus eventually became 
incorporated in the Leeds Development Plan. 
Kirkstall Abbey, an outstanding example 
of a Cistercian building, had already been 
scheduled as an ‘ancient monument.” Un 
doubtedly in Adel Church (c. 1160) Leeds 
possesses an architectural gem of the highest 
order. This, together with Temple Newsam 
House (once the family mansion of Lord 
Irwin, now belonging to the citizens of 
Leeds), lies well within the city boundary. 
Your correspondent will thus see that 
measures have been taken to list and protect 
the many buildings of architectural worth in 
the City.

The Financial Position of a 
Nominated Sub-contractor 


To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—May I raise two points on the 
answer of ‘A.E.T.’ to a question 
about the financial position of a nomi 
nated sub-contractor in ‘ Inquiry Bureau ’ 
of The Builder of October 3. 

(a) The answer suggests that the fact that 
the sub-contractor in Helical Bar & 
Engineering Co., Ltd., v the Liquidator of 
Tout and Finch had signed the Standard 
Form of Sub-Contract had a bearing on the 
decision that clause 21(c) of the RIBA Main 
Contract is not over-ruled by the bankruptcy 
laws. The Court answered two questions, 
first, whether clause 21(c) remained valid 
after the appointment of the liquidator; the 
answer was * yes.’ Second, under clause 11(h) 
of the Standard Sub-Contract, was the con- 
tractor’s—and so the liquidator’s —interest in 
the retention money still held by the 
employer that of a trustee in so far as any 
proportion was attributable to the sub- 


contract works? Again, the Court said 
j yes.” ° o 
Clause 21l(c) of the main contract refers 


sums previously certified; clause 
11(h) of the sub-contract applies only to 
retention money. 

(b) Since the Tout and Finch case was 
decided, however, the 1956 revision of the 
RIBA contract has provided the employer 
with much wider powers of direct payment 
under clause 19(c)2. The clause allows 
direct payments to be made to sub- 
contractors—whether nominated or not—for 
the full value of any materials supplied or 
work done, whether the amounts have been 
included in previous certificates or not.

‘U’ Values of Roof Constructions 
To the Editor of The Builder 


IR,—Mr. L. R. Chambers, Director- 
General of FIDOR (in repiy to my 
letter in The Builder of September 19), 
explains that the standard ‘U’ value of 
0.29, recently claimed by his organisation 
for a 4-in. fibreboard under purlin lining, 
was arrived at by taking a resistance of 
1.0 for the insulation value of the air gap. 
The general difficulties that surround the 
Thermal Insulation (Industrial Buildings) 
Act, 1957, particularly with regard to the 
calculation of insulation values of roof 
construction, are well illustrated by Mr. 
Chambers’s letter but, in putting his case, 
he himself has made a number of points 
that are somewhat misleading. 

Mr. Chambers takes as his authority (for 
an air gap resistance of 1.0) the IHVE Guide, 
but he neglects to point out that the figure 
he quotes is for a sealed air space. In the 
experience of the writer, a completely sealed 
space is rarely encountered in the general 
run of roof insulation contracts. 

Mr. Chambers rejects the basis of calcu- 
lation used by Nash, Comrie and Broughton 
— Thermal Insulation of Buildings —and 
quarrels with their use of an air gap resis- 
tance of 0.5. Mr. Chambers claims confir- 
mation of his point by quoting figures 
provided by Mr. Pratt, also of the Building 
Research Station, in a paper entitled ‘ Some 
Observations of Heat Transmission in 
Winter Through Factory Roofs.’ Mr. Cham- 
bers says that *. . . the calculated (FIDOR) 
figure of 0.29 is very close to the figure of 
0.28, found by Mr. Pratt in actual measure- 
ment of the heat loss through a corrugated 
asbestos roof, lined with 4-in. fibre insulating 
board.’ He gees on to point out that The 
Metal Fixing Association also takes Mr. 
Pratt’s figure of 0.28. The implication in 
the letter would seem to be that the Building 
Research Station themselves are divided on 
this subject, whereas, in fact, Mr. Pratt's 
paper has been misinterpreted by Mr. 
Chambers. 

Mr. Pratt’s paper covered a set of explora- 
tory measurements (using sealed cavities), 
taken under widely varying climatic condi- 
tions. The purpose of these investigations, 
among other matters, was to assess the effect 
of varying climatic conditions on the insula- 
tion *U’ values of roofs. If Mr. Chambers 
had explored further into Mr. Pratt’s paper, 
he would have discovered that, in a different 
roof, an average ‘U’ value of 0.33 was 
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obtained for a fibreboard under purlin 
lining (beneath corrugated protected metal) 
It is clear that mention of these explorator 
test measurements, taken under varying con 
ditions, has no place in support of an argu 
ment concerning specific calculations under 
standard conditions. 

The Nash, Comrie and Broughton book 
however, is mainly concerned with the ques 
tion of assessing insulation values by calcu 
lation under standard conditions—the only 
method by which the insulation value of a 
material, or a structure, can be properly 
compared with other materials or other struc 
tures. The point that must emerge from 
this is that compliance with the new Act 
can only be assessed by using an agreed 
standard method of calculation. 

It would be unfair to Mr. Chambers, how- 
ever, to be over-critical of the FIDOR claim 
that he supports. He himself has pointed out 
the difficulties that surround the application 
of the regulations of the Act. Until a pub- 
lication is available, as the sole authority 
for methods of calculation of ‘U’ values, 
confusion is inevitable. The explanatory 
memorandum to the Act itself directs atten- 
tion to two different authorities (the IHVE 
Guide and the Nash, Comrie and Broughton 
book) which do not completely tie-up. 

Finally, I would like to point out that, 
whilst we now, in England, have perhaps the 
most advanced legislation in the world with 
regard to insulation standards for factories, 
we remain one of the few countries in 
Europe which does not possess the facility of 
a laboratory, equipped to carry out conduc- 
tance value tests on roof or wall structures, 
under standard conditions. The application 
of new types of insulation and new construc- 
tional methods demand, first, a British Stan- 
dard for measurement, under standard 
conditions, of the conductance value of 
structures; and second, a recognized test 
laboratory, which manufacturers can use to 
prove whether or not their materials, or 
constructional methods, comply with the 
legislation that exists.

From the context of the article, we feel 
that it may be inferred by your readers that 
Pegson pumps are dangerous to work with. 
This, of course, is not true. The fatalities 
were directly attributable to engine exhaust 
fumes and, under the circumstances which 
prevailed, the accident would have occurred 
whatever type of petrol engine-driven pump 
had been used. Furthermore, whenever our 
company is aware that pumps are to work 
in confined spaces we always make a point 
of stressing the grave dangers of carbon 
monoxide fumes and never advocate such 
installations unless a proper means is pro- 
vided to duct the fumes away.

T= new wing was constructed primarily to satisfy the 
need for adequate scientific educational facilities and 
contains chemistry and biology laboratories, preparation 
rooms and a dark room, together with a ten-class cloak- 
room for 300 and corresponding lavatory accommodation. 
The old laboratory and preparation room in the main 
building were converted into common rooms and the new 
wing joined to the main building by a bridge on two floors.

This gem underlay the small choir, en- 
larged and rebuilt in 1185, cloisters being 
added in 1283-4: but most of this work 
was destroyed by fire the following 
century at the hands of Wat Tyler’s rebels 
and during rebuilding the circular form of 
the nave was abandoned. The great Gate- 
house of the Priory and other of its re- 
modelled features are owed to Thomas 
Docwra, the early-16th century prior. 

After suppression by Henry VIII the 
church was used as a store: later it housed 
the Master of the Revels and his * props,’ 
and in Edward VI’s reign it was partly 
demolished, the materials being re-used at 
Somerset House. The Order was revived 
in Mary’s reign, but the buildings were so 
altered that no indication of the extensive 
Gothic ranges shown in the famous 17th-

century Hollar engrav- 
ing appears on subse- 
quent plans. After use 
by Marquis of Ayles- 
bury as a private chapel 
during his occupation 
of the adjoining priory, 
the choir was a Presby- 
terian meeting-house 
until 1721 when the 
new parish was formed, 


and the building re- 
paired to become its 
church. 


The foregoing draws, 
in abridged form, on 
researches published by 
the late Sir Alfred Clap- 
ham: his hopes for the 
survival of the crypt 
have been fulfilled, and 
his conjectural figure of 
65 ft. as the diameter of 
the circular nave con- 
firms it as the largest of 
its kind. This is now 
marked out on _ the 
pavement, the local 
authority having been most co-operative 
in the clearance and replanning of the 
surroundings. 

The rebuilding comprises three main 
sections—the church with crypt, the guard 
house with robing room and Vestibule 
giving on to the memorial cloister, and the 
staircase hall. The old walls of the 
church have been patched but left bare 
and whitewashed with good textural 
effect. There is no fixed seating, chairs 
having been contributed by the Brigade. 
Colour is confined to the banners of the 
Order and by the remaining two leaves 
of the Weston triptych above the altar, 
rediscovered at Milton Abbas though un-

fortunately lacking the centre panel of 
this late 15th-century Flemish work. The 
church is roofed with timber bow-string 
trusses giving uninterrupted span, and 
covered with copper. The 18th-century 
gallery has gone, and the altar is beneath 


a recessed canopy composed of 18th- 
century carved wood fragments facili- 
tating screening off on _ non-religious 
occasions. 


The crypt has been refurbished and 
floored with terrazzo, with re-set stained 
glass effectively lit artificially from with 
out. The guard house building and cloister 
are in fair-faced brickwork as is the oval 
vestibule giving access to the chapter hal! 
and, by double staircase, to the crypt. 
Wrought-iron gates, gift of the decendants 
of Prior Docwra, enable the axial crucifix 
by Cecil Thomas to be seen from the 
street. 

The architects’ treatment of the historic 
remains is sympathetic, simple and there- 
fore both moving and dignified. This is 
particularly notable in the consolidation 
of even fragmentary indications, and in 
suitable finishes far removed from ‘ anti- 
quarian” dowdiness. Any minor mis- 
givings about the entirely new work, such 
as a rather ‘ plummy ’ brick with red dress- 
ings both inside and out are probably to 
be resolved by familiarity and ‘settling 
down ‘—absit omen if that word is 
clumsily chosen. It is also to be hoped 
that the obscure glass, rather reminiscent 
of temporary war-damage repairs, will 
soon be replaced, though the corporate 
generosity of the Order must already have 
been taxed to the full. Meantime, full 
allowance will be made for the planning 
skill with which the complex problem of 
reclamation is reconciled with the pro- 
vision of new functional requirements on 
a restricted site.

and Hackney-road. This area was formerly 
residential and its development for indus- 
trial use was closely bound up with the 
original road lay-out, to which improve- 
ments are now being carried out. 

The three four-storey blocks of unit work- 
shops comprising the Long-street scheme 
provide 56 basic units of 1,200 sq. ft., 
some of which will be divided to provide 
smaller units. The rents of the basic unit 
of 1,200 sq. ft. vary from £420 per annum 
on the ground floor to £315 per annum on 
the top floor, exclusive of general rates. 
In addition stores of varying sizes are being 
provided in the courtyards, the average 
rent of which will be £25 per annum 
exclusive of rates. Special enclosures are 
also being provided for the storage of 
cellulose. The workshops have been 
designed after consultation with the furni- 
ture trade organisations, as it was expected 
that a large proportion of such firms would 
be occupying them. The units were 
designed with a view to keeping costs and 
rents to the minimum. A central core for 
each group of eight workshops contains 
staircase, electric goods lift, lavatories and 
a duct for services. 

The estimated cost of the scheme, 
including certain incidental road-widening 
works necessary for the proper lay-out of 
the site, is £198,600. 

Use has been made of pile foundations 
and ground beams, owing to the high 
proportion of made ground on the site. 
The frame is in pre-cast concrete, the 
floors and roof are factory made, brought 
by road and assembled on the site. All 
exposed concrete units are painted black. 
Infilling panels below the windows and in 
gable end walls are white sand-lime bricks, 
painted with a colourless silicone solution 
to maintain colour. Centre pivoted metal 
windows are purpose-made, of industrial 
section. Roofs are mastic asphalt on 3 in. 
light-weight concrete insulating screed. 
The workshops are finished with washable 
one-coat paint ; granolithic on floors with 
concrete tiled skirting.

Ts building was designed at the request of the Public 
Works Committee (City Engineer and Surveyor, 
Sir Herbert J. Manzoni, CBE) of Birmingham. 


The Corporation decided to embark on this project to 
accommodate some of the smaller industrial firms who 
at present occupy premises in the Redevelopment Areas 
scheduled to be cleared. Many of these firms depend on 
local industry and could not, either from a location or 
cost point of view, consider building for themselves. 


Many schemes were considered to find the best solution 
and planning decisions have had to be made in the 
absence of any real knowledge of requirements since 
tenants were not known and, in any case, the very nature 
of the building presupposes change of tenancy so that the 
broader principles had to be constantly borne in mind. 


The building is of concrete frame construction, mainly 
seven storeys in height but, owing to site levels, an eighth 
storey occurs at the Holloway-head end of the site. 


While tenants will be expected to carry out any altera- 
tions which may be required, such alterations or additions 
will be permitted after approval by the City Estates 
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Flatted Factory, Holloway Head, Birmingham 
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Officer. No communal canteen has been provided since 
facilities exist nearby. Alternatively, mess rooms may be 
created by the tenants within a unit area. Lighting to 
communal areas and the security and cleaning of the 
building generally, other than of individual units, will be 
the responsibility of the City Estates Department.

HIS suite of offices occupies the 
fifth floor of Fielding House and 
accommodates the private offices of 
Mr. Harold Fielding, the impresario. 
The building is steel-framed and 
has an unobstructed floor area of 
30 ft. by 36 ft. Particular attention 
was paid to making the principal 
office sound proof against those 
adjoining, and timber partitions with 
glass silk quilt were used. 

The principal office overlooks 
Haymarket and Trafalgar Square, 
and offers a magnificent view and 
sense of space. The former heavily 
divided steel casements were removed 
and replaced by single-pane, hori- 
zontally pivoted windows. There 
are two 15in. deep cased beams 
running the full length of the room. 
One has been camouflaged by a 
lighting trough, while the other is 
used as a pelmet to the curtaining 
of the window wall.

A HUNDRED YEARS AGO 


From The Builder of October 23, 1858 

STEAM HORSES IN THE GOVERNMENT 
DockyarD.—The Admiralty, desirous of 
testing the practicability and economy of 
employing steam power in the place of 
horses in the Government dockyards, 
have entered into an arrangement with 
Mr. Bray for the use of his newly-invented 
steam traction engine. Their lordships 
have accepted a contract, at the rate of 
50] per month, for the exclusive service 
of the engine, to be employed in Wool- 
wich Dockyard for one month certain, 
experimentally, in the removal of timber 
and other heavy stores hitherto performed 
by horses. The engine steams into the 
dockyard and carries out the allotted day’s 
work, passing the windings and acute 
turnings and discharging its load at the 
western extremity of the yard. The 
amount of fuel consumed during the day 
is said to be 6 cwt. at a cost of 3s. 6d. 
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COMPETITION NEWS 
Designs for Small Houses 


A COMPETITION for designs for 
small houses is announced. This is 
being sponsored by ‘ Ideal Home’ maga- 
zine in association with the Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects. The competi- 
tion is open to corporate members of the 
RIBA and conditions are available 
from ‘Ideal Home’ Architectural Com- 
petition, 96, Long Acre, London, WC2. 

The assessors will be Messrs. Clifford 
Culpin, FRIBA, MTPI, Peter Dunham, 
FRIBA, and Eric Ambrose, BA (Arch) 
(Lond), FRIBA. The last day for sub- 
mission of entries is 12 noon on 
January 30. 


The assessors will select 30 designs cover- 
ing a variety of categories, size ranges and 
prices, the maximum floor area being 1,100 
sq. ft. and the maximum price £4,500. The 
30 designs chosen will be issued by the maga- 
zine in a special publication and the working 
drawings will be available for purchase by 
the public and by private enterprise builders 
for whom there will be special terms. 

Fees will be paid to the 30 successful com- 
petitors, made up of a cash payment of £75 
plus a royalty of £10 for each set of prints 
of working drawings sold. The magazine 
will run a service bureau to deal with 
inquiries and to advise on suitable designs 
for particular localities. 


To encourage the employment of local 
architects for siting houses, supervision if 
required, selection of materials and to deal 
with other matters needing local knowledge 
and advice, a list of the RIBA Allied 
Societies will be incorporated in the publica- 
tion. There will also be chapters explaining 
the advantages of employing architects at 
full scale fees and the advisability of using 
architects’ services for the design of layouts 
for estates. 


In a statement, the RIBA expresses the 
hope that members will enter the competi- 
tion and that the scheme will provide an 
opportunity of demonstrating to the public 
the advantages of architect-designed houses. 


The conditions of competition make the 
following points: ‘ Architects’ means Cor- 
porate Members of the RIBA. It is hoped 
to find good designs in a number of cate- 
gories of house, including detached, semi- 
detached (both pairs and asymmetrical), 


terrace, narrow and wider-front design, de-- 


signs for sloping sites and to suit various 
orientations, timber houses, and expandable 
plans. Areas are in categories up to 800 
sq. ft., 800-900 sq. ft., 900-1,000 sq. ft. and 
1,000-1,100 sq. ft. (maximum), exclusive of 
garage and outbuildings. Designs in every 
case may be one floor or more. The esti- 
mated cost of each design may be anything 
up to a maximum of £4,500, to include 
normal foundations and external works 
(drainage, paths and services), but not fenc- 
ing and gates. Cost of built-in furniture, 
if an integra] part of the design, to be shown 
separately. Drawings to be dye-line or 
similar prints on one Imperial (30 in. by 
22 in.) sheet. A concise report is required.

A. C. FARE, RWA, FRIBA 
Two Memoirs 


T is with sadness I record these recol- 
lections of A. C. Fare, my great friend 
for over 50 years (writes W. J. Wills). 
Always a retiring and modest man, he 
commenced his career as a boy in the 
offices of Silcock and Reay, the Bath 
architects. At an early age his principal 
must have had some idea of his pupil's 
promise for Fare told me that one day 
Reay took him by the ear and led him up 
to a framed reproduction of H. W. 
Brewer's Builder drawing ‘ Fifty Years of 
Architecture,’ made in 1892, and said, 
‘Now, Fare, do you think you will ever 
be able to make a drawing like that?’ He 
did so nearly 50 years later when com- 
missioned by The Builder to execute a 
drawing to celebrate the paper’s centenary 
in 1942, showing about 70 examples of 
buildings erected between 1892 and 
1942. The drawing was exhibited at the 
Royal Academy in 1943. This and his 
drawings of the new Waterloo Bridge 
and Trafalgar-square showing the 
Lutyens fountain and re-arrangement of 
the Square, will become historic records. 
In his early days Fare joined C. W. 
English who ran very successfully a sort of 
perspective factory. Others who graduated 
there were W. Walcot, Dixon Spain and 
Roger Oldham. All later in life became 
FRIBAs. Fare’s first picture sale was made 
when he was 16, the subject being an old 
house on the outskirts of Bath. The lady 
occupier was so pleased that she gave him 
half a crown, and a vegetable marrow, some 
carrots and onions to take home to his 
mother, Many of his drawings, records of 
old buildings now destroyed, can be seen in 
the Bristol and Bath Art Galleries, notably 
an oil painting of the great blitz on Bristol 
on November 24, 1940, seen from a back 
bedroom of his house high up on the Clifton 
Downs. This painting was bought by Bristol 
Art Gallery, reproduced in colour and sold 
at 2s. 6d. a print; it is said to be the only 
picture the Gallery ever got its money back 
on. 

During my holiday tours with him, spec- 
tators would buy his watercolours all wet 
off the easel. Fare was an accomplished 
musician, entertaining Bristol Savages on 
the ‘cello and taking part in musical recitals 
after service at his parish church. 
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Arthur Fare was a Christian man whosc 
kindly actions to less successful men wer 
done by stealth. He was 82. He practisec 
in Bath in partnership with the late A. J 
Taylor for a number of years before retire 
ment. 

G. J. H. writes: May I add a few words 
to the sympathetic appreciation of the late 
Arthur Fare in your last issue? The draw 
ing of Norman Shaw’s design for the Quad- 
rant to which you refer was done by Fare 
when he was working in the office of C. W. 
English, a leading perspective artist at the 
turn of the century, who employed several 
clever young assistants, among them one who 
was later to make a great name for himself 
—William Walcot. The Quadrant drawing 
is reproduced as Fig. 58 in the late Sir 
Reginald Blomfield’s book ‘ Richard Norman 
Shaw,’ and is attributed to English. This, I 
am sure, would not have been so if 
Blomfield, a stickler for justice, had known 
the facts. 

In his early years Fare did a good deal 
of unacknowledged designing. For instance, 
he told me how he came to have a hand 
in designing the exterior of the London 
Coliseum, Frank Matcham, who was offi- 
cially the architect of about 100 theatres up 
and down the country, sent the plans and 
sections of the Coliseum to English with 
instructions to ‘fit them with elevations.’ 
English largely delegated the job to Fare— 
probably a unique example of double 
* ghosting’ ! 

Fare was a competent architect, a good 
example of his later work (with A. J. 
Taylor) being the fire station at Bath but, as 
you suggest, he will be best remembered for 
his architectural water-colours and pencil 
drawings. He worked with astonishing 
swiftness and accuracy. He had a remark- 
able visual memory and often made at his 
leisure a completely accurate drawing of a 
building from a few reminders jotted down 
on the back of an envelope. Fare was a 
keen musician and played the ‘cello excel- 
lently. The passing of this kindly, modest 
man is indeed a sad loss to his many friends.

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Victorian Conservanda 
Mr. Goodhart-Rendel’s Address to the London Society 


In a lecture entitled ‘ Victorian Conservanda,’ given at a meeting of the 
London Society held at the Royal Society of Arts on Thursday, October 2 (Mr. 
John Betjeman in the chair), Mr. H. S. GoODHART-RENDEL, CBE, P-PRIBA, 
threw out a wealth of suggestions on the subject of the preservation of Victorian 
architecture and furniture. We take the following extracts from the address: 


OWADAYS, said Mr. Goodhart- 

Rendel, we feel a much greater 
obligation not to throw things away than 
people used to feel, because we are much 
less confident than they used to be of 
being able to replace them with things of 
equal value. Victorians did not feel at all 
like that; most of them felt that, since 
with them to touch a thing was to adorn 
it, the fewer things that were left 
untouched, the more obvious would be 
the blessings of progress. If the ‘ touch- 
ing’ were heavier enough to amount to 
destruction, . the replacement thus 
involved would be all the more glorious 
for being untrammelled. 

A small minority of Victorians did not 
feel like this. Te William Morris and his 
disciples, for example, the remaking of 
ancient buildings spelt not progress but 
murder. The majority of his contem- 
poraries, however, was so confident of 
its right to do whatever it chose with its 
architectural inheritance that it is per- 
haps natural that the succeeding age in 
which we still are living should be archi- 
tecturally one of diffidence and self- 
mistrust. 

If the indispensable condition of what 
we ought not to destroy were that it 
should be primarily architectural rather 
than primarily utilitarian, our respon- 
sibilities in selection would be much more 
embarrassing than they are. But there is 
plenty of architecture of all ages that on 
its aesthetic merits alone has no right, 
and never had much right, to cumber the 
ground, and the ground in these islands 
of ours is becoming more and more 
inconveniently cumbered. There is also 
a certain amount of honest, skilful build- 
ing—why not use for it the excellent Vic- 
torian term ‘civil engineering’ ?—which, 
even if it serves no longer a practical pur- 
pose, is an inspiring memorial of the 
mental nobility of those who produced it. 
If we were to let the best of this be 
destroyed without some struggle to pre- 
serve it, we should be sadly lacking in 
piety. 

There is also a large deposit upon our 
land of Victorian building that enables us 
to imagine vividly past ways of living for 
which the dry records in history books 
‘would give us no clear notion. We shall 
wish or not wish to keep these accord- 
ing to the value we put upon customs and 
fashions, I think myself in appraising 
this class we ought to be rather hard- 
hearted. To claim living-room for an 
object of architectural beauty, or for a 
production of remarkable enterprise or 
invention is one thing; whereas to claim 
it for what it merely amuses us to con- 
template is quite another. ; 

We have formed a Victorian Society 
because we believe the art of that age to 


have its particular excellences; and to 
justify our action we must proclaim what 
those excellences are, and in what works 
we find them to be most powerfully 
present. Antique dealers obviously have 
to swallow fashionable periods whole. 
They have to cater for a public that can 
recognise style much more certainly than 
it can recognise good design. Badly 
designed, but quite authentic pieces which 
in any style are always likely to prepon- 
derate, will sooner or later bring about 
a revulsion in public taste against the 
whole period to which they belong; after 
which, even the masterpieces of that 
period may become of less commercial 
value than pieces, badly designed but 
authentic, of the new period which has 
just flooded into fashion. This is good 
enough for trade but not good enough 
for a Society whose object is to preserve 
not what time may soon show to be 
worthless but what future generations 
will be grateful to it for having kept. 


Cockerell and Barry 


Names that may well stand first in my 
roll of really eminent Victorians are 
Charles Robert Cockerell, son of one of 
the very best of our architects of the age 
preceding that of Smirke; and Charles 
Barry, a stationer’s son, whose enthu- 
siasm for architecture had brought him a 
patron who had helped him to spend 
much time in fruitful travel. These were 
the men whose powers embanked such 
architectural territory as remained to 
neo-Classicism against the invading flood 
of the Romantic revival. 

Cockerell was a scholar, Barry a man 
with whom experience always out- 
weighed learning. Cockerell had 
fastidious taste, Barry in delicate archi- 
tectural matters very little discrimination. 
I hope that the headquarters of the West- 
minster Bank, which disappeared from 
London before the last war, is the last 
building of Cockerell’s that we shall pull 
down for a very long time. There are 
not too many of them, and they display 
a degree of skill in the technique of neo- 
Classical design that is rare in England. 
The new Ashmolean at Oxford, the 
branch houses of the Bank of England at 
Liverpool, Manchester and Bristol, and 
the splendid internal decorations of St. 
George’s Hall at Liverpool ought, one 
would think, to be sufficiently enniched 
in public esteem to be fairly safe. 

Barry's works, despite the vulgar showi- 
ness frequent in their details, might well 
be held to be more valuable to us nation- 
ally. They are powerful, proud and 
tremendously explicit of the tastes and 
ambitions of those who paid for them. 
Barry, when, still in his early years as a 
designer, he turned from rather uncon- 
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vinced Grecianism to the rich Italianism 
of his club-houses (and, of course, the 
florid Tudor of his Houses of Parliament), 
brought the pleasures of architecture 
within the comprehension of all the rich 
men who were so busy making themselves 
at the time. Of the palaces that he created 
or remodelled for British noblemen, 
Trentham and Clumber have gone, but 
Cliveden, Harewood, Highclere and Can- 
ford remain. The lovely Robert Adam 
interior decoration of Harewood is one of 
England's especial treasures, to which the 
merits or demerits of Barry's external 
transformation of the house are irrelevant. 
Canford is now the school which it always 
looked as if it might quite appropriately 
become. If Cliveden or Highclere should 
ever become no longer used for residential 
purposes, it might be rather difficult to 
decide what should be done with them. 
The architectural merits that. both possess 
are spread so thin over such enormous 
masses of material that there is little to 
discover in the buildings that cannot be 
seen and relished in photographs. As 
viable museums they might serve; as 
museum exhibits they would be incon- 
veniently elephantine. 

But Barry’s particular rich Italian mix- 
ture, as packaged by him and his many 
competent trade rivals, is a British 
speciality not to be squandered and lost. 
A specimen of very good quality stands 
on the north side of King-street, St. 
James’s, at the corner of St. James’s- 
square. This was designed by Thomas 
Johnson, whom Mr. Russell Hitchcock 
has discovered to have been the architect 
also of the best block of houses in Princes- 
gate, Knightsbridge; a block which for- 
tunately still remains. In both these 
designs there is a skilful and inventive 
handling of neo-Renaissance elements, 
completzly emancipated from the conven- 
tions of the eighteenth century and from 
the inhibitions of the Classicists, who re- 
acted from them. The same character is 
discernible in houses of various author- 
ships in Kensington Palace-gardens, in 
certain parts of Clifton next to Bristol, 
and in the best house furniture of the date. 
Wherever we find it, it is a strong pointer 
towards the desirability of preserving that 
in which it resides. Grand examples of it 
which I sadly regret having seen disappear 
during my l#fetime were the robust Atlan- 
tides (a word I pedantically insist on using 
as the proper male counterpart of carya- 
tides) on the facade of the Paddington 
Railway Hotel, the rich colour decora- 
tion, original or nearly so, in the interior 
of the Leeds Town-hall, and quite recently 
the Junior United Services Club. The 
examples which I hope may long be with 
us are Sir Charles Barry’s own last work, 
the Halifax Town-hall, the noble house 
in Knightsbridge, now occupied by the 
Royal Thames Yacht Club, and Sir 
William Tite’s beefy Royal Exchange in 
the City of London. The houses for 
learned societies between Piccadilly and 
Burlington House (designed by William 
Banks with the help, or quite possibly the 
hindrance, of his partner, the stupider of 
Sir Charles Barry’s architect sons) might, 
I suppose, be put in the same category, 
although the design is faulty in architec- 
tural grammar and totally lacking in 
geniality. 
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Two buildings lately made well known 


- by their admirers share the aspirations of 


Barry, but not his manner. They are out- 
law buildings but, being quintessentially 
Victorian, are so obviously conservanda 
that they cannot be passed without men- 
tion. I speak of the London Coal 
Exchange, whose fate, I am afraid, is still 
terribly insecure, and the Liverpool 
Sailors’ Home, I do not rate highly the 
aesthetic value of either, but their 
historical and associated value is intense. 
After all, neither is as ugly as Stonehenge. 


The Gothic Revival 


Interesting as all varieties of Victorian 
neo-Classical architecture are to us, 1 am 
afraid we cannot expect them to cause a 
faint flicker of admiration in any but 
English-speaking people. Our architec- 
tural fort in the nineteenth century was 
the Gothic Revival, and although I have 
not noticed any rapt attention to it on 
the part of foreigners, I think that there 
the foreigners are wrong. Let me point 
out, however, that by Revival I mean 
revival—not experiments in a com- 
pounded style called Gothick with a K at 
the end of it; those belong to the age 
before the Victorian. I mean, also, 
revival of a way of building not of a 
style, the existence of such things as styles 
in architecture being strictly a post-Gothic 
conception, as Pugin was the first great 
man in Europe to see. 

Pugin was so extraordinary a man that 
one would hate that any of the already 
sadly reduced remains of his architectural 
output should be taken from us, and 
although his wonderful ability as a 
decorator is represented pretty fully in 
the Houses of Parliament, his stained 
glass and church furniture, whether in 
his own churches or those designed by 
others, should, I think, always be 
regarded as sacred. His great contribu- 
tion to his art nobody can destroy, it 
being a philosophical one, is his writings, 
particularly the manifesto of his doctrine, 
the book which he entitled ‘The True 
Principles of Christian Architecture’ ; this 
made single-handed war upon the notion, 
unchallenged for centuries, that architec- 
ture instead of growing naturally from 
the processes of building, has to be im- 
posed upon them by rule and formula. 
The builders of his day had had for so 
long to force what they built into conven- 
tional shapes that they had forgotten how 
to build anything naturally. If the 
coming age was to have any architecture 
of its own, it must burn all its neo- 
Classical pattern books and get down to 
simple Gothic building. 

In one of the first churches in which I 
was allowed to disport myself profession- 
ally, there was in the sanctuary a pave- 
ment of very shiny, mechanically regular, 
encaustic tiles, in every respect the sort 
of thing that forty years ago people 
wanted to get rid of as soon as they could. 
I repaved that sanctuary with black and 
white marble, and, knowing that conscien- 
tious clergymen do not like that materials 
from consecrated buildings should be 
dumped about disrespectfully, I had the 
tiles broken up, partly to serve as 
aggregate for concrete and partly to be 
reverently buried in the churchyard. A 


good many years later I came upon a 
contemporary notice of the mid-Victorian 
restoration of that particular church by 
George Edmund Street, and in it read to 
my horror that the new paving in the 
sanctuary was of encaustic tiles made by 
Messrs. Minton in a pattern reproduced 
exactly to the pattern of curious ancient 
tiles that unfortunately Mr. Street had 
found it impossible to preserve. What 
that curious pattern was nobody now will 
ever know. 

This experience taught me a lesson, and 
from it I deduce a warning to all those 
who have Victorian works of restoration 
now passing through their hands. Much 
that is obviously reproductive and un- 
authentic may have been copied from a 
lost and valuable original of which it is 
the only record. This may not neces- 
sarily make it a conservandum, but it 
does, I think, make it obligatory for us, 
if we destroy it, to record its appearance 
by really adequate drawings and photo- 
graphs. 


Butterfield and Others 


Nevertheless there are some undeniably 
anachronistic buildings which I think will 
have to come into our category of con- 
servanda, for example, three conspicu- 
ously elegant and distinguished churches 
designed by Richard Cromwell 
Carpenter — St. Mary Magdalene in 
Munster-square, London; St. Paul, in 
West-street, Brighton; and St. Peter, the 
sub-deanery church at Chichester. 
Carpenter died young, not long after 
Pugin, and was succeeded in Ecclesio- 
logical favour by William Butterfield, the 
man already chosen to be the architect 
of a model church the Ecclesiologists 
were building in Margaret-street just off 
Regent-street, London. The great esteem 
in which Butterfield’s work has been, and 
still is, held by critics of the most varying 
sympathies should ensure that. none of 
it is destroyed without at any rate long 
preliminary consideration. 

What Butterfield probably did do first 
was done, and often I think done better 
although with a difference, by a great 
many church architects having convic- 
tions as strong as, but less violent than, 
his. Burges, Street and Pearson, I can 
name undoubtfully; Woodyer and Clutton 
with a glimmer of doubt that affection 
can smother, as great architects and 
frequent authors of great works. We must 
try to keep all of these if we can. 

I am presuming that the work whose 
fate we may have to decide is good work 
of its kind. I am afraid that young archi- 
tects and critics nowadays are encouraged 
to judge art by the kind to which it 
belongs rather than its merit within that 
kind, and that they may not be very well 
equipped for distinguishing between an 
outer and a bull’s-eye on the same target. 
A Victorian Society, therefore, has to 
advocate indiscriminate caution to every- 
one until he has proved himself capable 
of discriminating. In many cases we 
shall have to presume a discriminatory 
power in ourselves so as to decide whether 
to refrain from, or to take, action, In 
the difficulty of doing this our only con- 
solation can be that the Georgian Ban 
the Society for the Protection of Ancient 
Buildings, the Ministry of Housing and 
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Local Government's Historic Buildings 
Committee and the Fine Art Commission 
are all with us in the same predicament 
as ours. 


Three Victorian Masterpieces 


That the most important achievement 
of our Victorian architecture should be 
this Gothic Development might be hastily 
supposed to have followed naturally from 
the choice of a closely reproduced Tudor 
style for the age’s greatest building, the 
Houses of Parliament. In fact, I think that 
choice had very little to do with it. Barry, 
as is well-known, employed Pugin to 
design at least nearly all the internal 
details of the building, but there is no 
evidence that he showed any interest in 
construction and plenty of evidence in his 
own earlier attempts at Gothic stylism 
that Pugin’s fundamental theory would 
have struck him as being irrelevant to 
polite architecture, and that any notion 
of further development of Gothic during 
the nineteenth century would have seemed 
to him far-fetched and unpractical. 

I have always thought it unfortunate 
that in the London New Law Courts— 
that mid-Victorian masterpiece by George 
Edmund Street—there should be so much 
quoted medieval detail as to give a first 
impression that the architecture is essen- 
tially imitative. Actually, I believe it 
would be very hard to find any moulding 
or decorative motif in it that has occurred 
exactly in any building before. Lawyers 
are accustomed to complain of its plan, 
the great hall of which does undoubtedly 
congest the adjacent Courts—Courts 
otherwise contrived most ingeniously. I 
presume that lawyers drew up, or at least 
approved the conditions of the architec- 
tural competition with which Street and 
the other aspirants had to comply, in 
which case the Great Hall was the lawyers’ 
fault. That Hall may be in the running 
for being the most magnificent room in 
England; personally I can think of none 
to surpass it, but the only purpose of it 
in the New Law Courts that I can imagine 
was to satisfy the nostalgia of the lawyers 
for Westminster Hall out of which their 
former courts had opened and which they 
were accustomed to use as a magnificent 
approach to them. 

The third great building of the English 
Victorian period, if we take the Houses 
of Parliament as first, and the New Law 
Courts as the second, is, I think certainly, 
the Manchester Town-hall. 


Victorian Furniture 


IT should put in a very high place among 
Victorian conservanda the furniture of 
Messrs. Collinson and Lock, or in a 
cheaper way that of Mr. E. W. Godwin’s 
friend, Mr. Watt, the wallpapers of 
Messrs: Jeffreys and of Messrs. Woollam, 
the stoneware pottery of Messrs. Doulton 
or of the brothers Martin, fabrics of— 
well I am not quite sure whom our artistic 
aunts bought them from, perhaps Messrs.

and political matters. They are kind 
enough to think William Morris a very 
good designer, because he wrote ‘ News 
from Nowhere,’ and therefore are vulner- 
able to the question of ‘What do you 
suppose William Morris would have 
thought had he been confronted with one 
of poor Mr. Voysey’s little patterns? "— 
and they do not know the first thing 
about the Franco-Japanese movement, 
and its propagation by Nesfield, Jekyll, 
Godwin, Whistler and Mortimer Mempes 
—not that the last is very important—but 
a good deal more important than most of 
what art historians, lacking the perception 
that only creative experience can give, 
now single out for special praise. 

I suspect that the preservation of things 
still ignored by most pundits of neo- 
Victorianism may well prove to be our 
Society’s most important minor activity; 
our major activity being, of course, the 
preservation of the buildings to which all 
these paraphernalia belong. Of those 
buildings coming into being after the 
Gothic Revival was spent I have left no 
time to speak, feeling that their value has 
recently been almost sufficientiy empha- 
sised and that the scandal of the 
destruction of the Imperial Institute has 
put a wide public on the alert against 
repeated toleration of vandalism of that 
kind. The Victorian Society, at any rate, 
is, and I am sure will remain, alert in 
such respects, and probably already com- 
mands more sympathisers than did the 
Georgian Group at the beginning of its 
activities. That the success of our younger 
Society may be as great and speedy as 
that of the elder may seem an ambitious 
hope enough, but it is a hope I know to 
be as eagerly felt by the elder society as 
it is by ours. I close my remarks in the 
full confidence that it is justified. 


ALDWYCH THEATRE SITE 
LCC Rejects Plan 


TuE proposal to re-develop the site of 
the Aldwych Theatre by a seven-storey 
block of shops and offices, with a theatre 
below ground level, has been rejected by 
the Town Planning Committee of the 
LCC. Among the main reasons for the 
Committee’s decision was the increase 
in congestion in the central area which 
would have resulted from the construction 
of offices where none now exist. Though 
it was claimed that the scheme would 
provide a better theatre with more seat- 
ing room than at present, the Committee 
did not consider that the proposal 
offered a suitable substitute for the 
present theatre. Other objections con- 
cerned daylighting standards, loading and 
unloading and car-parking facilities, and 
the elevational treatment of the Aldwych 
frontage. 


CHURCHES INSPECTION 


CONFERENCE 


The York Institute of Architectural 
Study 


A CHURCHES Inspection Conference was 
held from September 23-26, by The 
York Institute of Architectural Study, in 
association with The Central Council for the 
Care of Churches and The Ecclesiastical 
Architects’ and Surveyors’ Association. It 
was attended by some 120 people of whom 
over 100 were architects and the remainder 
representatives of the dioceses. Professor 
Geoffrey Webb, representing the SPAB, 
presided at the meetings. 

The object of the Conference was to iron 
out any difficulties that may have arisen in 
the running of the Inspection of Churches 
Measure, 1955, It was felt that as the 
scheme had been operating in many dioceses 
for three years this was a good time to 
review the situation. The work of the Con- 
ference can best be summed up in the 
various resolutions that were passed at the 
last session. 

In the summing up, Mr. C. B. MARTINDALE 
FRIBA (in the Chair), pointed out that the 
Inspection of Churches Measure having been 
in force for three years, it would seem to be 
a pity if the members left York without 
putting on record their thoughts and con- 
clusions after three days of study and 
discussion. The suggestion before the meet- 
ing was that some unanimous and straight- 
forward conclusions might be adopted, 
bearing in mind the warning that any such 
conclusions must be regarded as expressions 
of opinion only, either corporate or 
individual. 


Illustrating Reports 

Mr. RoperT Potter, FRIBA, then spoke 
of the desirability of requiring architects to 
include photographs and drawings with 
Inspection Reports. He said that there was 
no reason why anyone should not illustrate 
his report in this way if he desired, although 
it should be clearly understood that this was 
not called for under the Measure, and could 
not reasonably be asked without an extension 
of the fee. Mr. Potter then proposed the 
following: ‘That this Conference supports 
the RIBA and CCCC proposal marked A.5 
in the RIBA letter No. D364/58* relating 
to measured drawings, photographs and 
specifications.’ This was seconded by Mr. 
R. W. Patterson, ARIBA, AMTPI, and 
carried nem, con. 

Speaking on fees, Mr. G. G. Pace, FSA, 
FRIBA, recalled the diversity of opinions 
which had been expressed on this subject 
during the Conference. He said the fact 
had emerged that there was very little hope 
of amending the fees agreed for the first 
quinquennial inspection, and hoped that 
efforts would be concentrated on those for 
subsequent inspections. He then proposed: 
‘That since there is widespread evidence 
that the fees for inspections and reports now 
laid down in many diocesan schemes are 
insufficient to permit the architect to do the 
work required without loss, it will be in the 
long term interests of all concerned that these 
fees should be reviewed. Either the RIBA’s 
recommendation with regard to the adoption 
of a time basis, or the alternative method

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of a calculation based on the size and com- 
plexity of the church, should be considered.” 
This was seconded by Dr. G. H. S. Busn- 
NELL, FSA, and carried nem. con. 

Mr. A. D. R. Caroz, FRIBA, spoke about 
the letter of appointment which the RIBA 
draft proposed should be exchanged between 
architect and client. He thought that this 
was not such a controversial question as had 
been supposed. The motion he was going 
to propose had been so drafted that it could 
apply fairly in the case of an architect being 
engaged either by a PCC or by the Diocese, 
so as to cover acceptance of any existing 
schemes which embodied a reasonable pro- 
vision for some formal intimation by the 
architect of his agreement with the terms 
of the scheme. He then proposed: ‘That 
it is desirable that each church inspection 
under the Measure should be based upon 
some document of appointment which sets 
out clearly and fairly the duties and responsi- 
bilities assumed by the architect in presenting 
sucha report, on the lines of the RIBA 
letter No. D364/58, paras, A. 1-4.” This was 
seconded by Mr. E. H. Skipper (Vice- 
President, Ecclesiastical Architects’ and 
Surveyors’ Association) and carried nem. con, 

Mr. L: H. Bonp, FRIBA, then spoke on 
what, in his opinion, had been the one thing 
that had emerged most clearly at this Con- 
ference, that although there was general 
agreement that the architect should be 
engaged to supervise the repairs he recom- 
mended in his inspection, there was consider- 
able diversity of conditions obtaining in 
different dioceses, and that there were certain 
dioceses which had schemes -that would pre- 
clude adoption of his proposal. It appeared 
that the two dioceses concerned had satis- 
factory working schemes, and that there was 
no possible reason for wishing to upset them. 
One advantage of the same architect super- 
vising the work was the value of continuity. 
This-was quite fundamental to the whole 
preservation of a church, and it should be 
self-evident that the man who was going to 
assume responsibility for the fabric of a 
building would take an interest both in it 
and the parish for as long as he was asso- 
ciated with it. 

Mr. Bond then read out his proposed 
motion, and the wording was debated in 
detail, An amendment was proposed which 
met with general agreement, and he agreed 
to withdraw his original wording and to 
substitute the following: ‘That the Con- 
ference feels that continuity in the profes- 
sional supervision of repair work envisaged 
under the Inspection of Churches Measure 
is of great value. It is therefore strongly 
urged, as being desirable in the interests of 
the scheme, that the architect inspecting the 
church should supervise the repairs, and that 
this point should be conveyed very clearly 
to the parishes concerned. It is appreciated 
that under certain schemes this may be 
impracticable.’ This was seconded by Mr. 
J. H. B. Burroucs, FRIBA, and carried 
nem. con.

‘ Ditto’ 
To the Editor of The Builder 


S'® »—May I reply to Mr. E. Rennie’s 

letter in your issue dated September 
26 regarding the use of the word ‘ Ditto.’ 
I am a great believer in the phrase ‘ Ditto 
but,’ and it is in general use in the office 
in which I am employed, but we have 
found that, for the sake of clarity and 
literal interpretation, the ‘ Ditto’ should 
not refer to the initial dimension in a 
description. 

Using Mr. Rennie’s own example and 


carrying it one stage further we get the fol- 
lowing anomaly: — 

A. 4-in. diameter service pipe fixed to 
plastered brick wall with brackets as 
described. 

B. Ditto in short lengths. 

C. 1-in, ditto in short lengths but fixed to 
terrazzo-lined brick walls. 

In C the use of the word ‘ but’ 
implies that the pipe is still fixed ‘with 
brackets as described’ but the ‘Ditto’ 
(according to Mr. Rennie’s definition) also 
covers the implied initial dimension which 
is omitted from B; and C therefore strictly 
treads ‘1 in. } in. ...” and it is felt that 
the very slight labour involved in inserting 
the initial dimension in every item improves 
the clarity and general consistency through- 
out the bill. 


Where dimensions are part of the body 
of a description, the use of “ Ditto’ is obvi- 
ously acceptable, e.g.: 

A. }-in. cross-tongued backboard «size 

2 ft. 0 in. x 1 ft. 0 in. chamfered all edges 

and plugged to plastered brick wall. 

B. 1-in. ditto but plugged to terrazzo lined 

brick wall. L. E. GEnr.

IR,—May I be allowed to come back 

on this subject and comment on Mr. 

C. H. Reed’s plea (The Builder of October 
10) for underlining to define the extent of 
‘ditto.’ This is certainly a useful conven- 
tion where there is a possibility of mis- 
interpreting the required repeat in a fairly 
long description, but it should not be 
necessary, I suggest, in the normal and 
simple use of the ‘ditto’ convention. In 
general, underlining within a description 
should be reserved for emphasis, where 
something possibly unexpected or some- 
thing out of sympathy with the general 
tenor of a sub-heading is embraced. 

I would like to comment also on Mr. A. J. 
Willis’s idea in the same issue that ‘ Ditto 
shall mean the same as the whole of the last 
item except another ditto.’ At first this gives 
the impression of the needle that keeps 
returning to the same groove on a gramo- 
phone record, but I think I can see what he 
means. However, if we accept this definition 
we at once cut out the use of the terminal 
‘ditto’ which is so useful and helpful, as 
for example: 

Ft. run. 44 in. x 6 in. precast lintol 
reinforced with one $ in. diam. mild steel 
rod. 

Ft. run. 6 in. x 6 in. Ditto reinforced 
with two } in. ditto. 

Here the terminal ditto does not mean the 
same as the whole of the last item, but 
manifestly refers to the context following 
the repetitive words ‘ reinforced with.’ This 


correctly 


terminal ditto is well worth catering for, as 
also is the ditto following the word includ- 
ing, as for example: 

Ft. run. Extra for finishing exposed edge 
of 5 in. concrete surface bed with the toe 
splayed down to 3 in., including the neces- 
sary formwork. 

Ft. run. Extra for thicknessing out 
below 5 in. ditto to give 7 in. thick fcr a 
width of 1 ft. 3 in. including forming the 
required chase in hardcore under, and 
ditto. 

Here the first ditto does not refer to the 
whole of the last item, being obviously 
restricted to the words ‘concrete surface 
bed,’ and, again, the terminal ditto does not 
conform to Mr. Willis’s definition, since it 
manifestly refers only to what follows the 
word ‘including,’ punctuated as it is from 
the earlier matter. 

To anyone who might object that the first 
ditto in the second item is not worth it, I 
would retort that he has missed the point. 
The purpose of the first ditto is not primarily 
to save repeating three words; it is a finger- 
post to the estimator telling him, ‘ Don't 
change your train of thought yet, here comes 
another one on the same general lines.’ As 
with ‘as last’ as an adjunct to ditto, I do 
not regard elegance as the primary factor in 
bill writing, but rather getting over to the 
estimator clearly and quickly what he is 
being asked to price. S.W.H.

IR,—I have read with interest the 

remarks concerning the use of * ditto.’ 

I have always believed it a very reliable 

rule ‘never to use a ditto if it can be 
reasonably avoided.’ 

The fundamental fact that a bill of quan- 
tities is produced for an estimator to price 
is often mistakenly overlooked. Hence the 
use of ‘ ditto’ is not a short cut for the lazy 
‘biller,’ neither is it a means to effect eco- 
nomy in lithography; it is a simple method 
of immediately revealing to an estimator the 
root difference between two items. For this 
reason alone, if the ‘biller’ has not an 
elementary knowledge of pricing (as befits 
his status) to anticipate to some degree that 
which the estimator is seeking, the editor of 
the bill must rectify that deficiency. 


The speed with which estimators have to 
price bills of quantities also needs to be 
borne in mind by the surveyor. To this end 
I am surprised that more use is not made of 
inverts which, when suitably applied, can 
instantly reveal differences between similar 


items. Perhaps the following will serve to 
illustrate my point :—

ARCHITECTS REGISTRATION COUNCIL» 


106th ORDINARY MEETING 


E Architects Registration Council of 

the United Kingdom held their 106th 
ordinary meeting on October 15 at 66 
Portland-place, Wi, Mr. H. V. Lobb, CBE, 
FRIBA, was in the chair. 

Approval was given during the meeting 
for admission to the register of 102 appli- 
cants, 93 of whom qualified by examination 
under Section 6 (1) (c) of the Principal Act 
and the remainder under 6 (1) (d) of the 
Principal Act and under Regulation 26 (a) 
(3), architects resigned seeking re-admission. 
The number of applications under Regula- 
tion 26 (b) was 36, of whom 10 were 
admitted, 25 rejected and one withdrawn. 

On the payment of retention fees the 
Finance and General Purposes Committee 
reported that up to September 16 there were 
still 272 retention fees unpaid and three 
architects had paid only 10s. The corre- 
sponding figures for 1957 were 322 and 3 and 
for 1956, 415 and 2. Architects whose fees 
were unpaid on October 15 would have their 
names removed from the register failing 
payment by November 17, but those resident 
abroad would be granted an extension of 
time. 

Five applications for reinstatement and 
remission of penalty were considered and 
approved. 

In the report of the Professional Purposes 
Committee reference was made to the 
question of embodying in the Code of Pro- 
fessional Conduct a prohibition upon archi- 
tects entering into partnership in the practice 
of architecture or entering into employment 
in the practice of architecture with a person 
whose name had been removed from the 
register under Section 7 of the Principal 
Act for conduct disgraceful to him in his 


capacity as an architect or for having been 
convicted of a criminal offence. 

The committee, it was stated, were in 
favour of adopting such a prohibition, but 
before making such a recommendation they 
wished to stress the importance of the 
Council being satisfied, should they wish to 
put it into effect, that the suggested measure 
would be in accord with the opinion of the 
profession as a body. They appreciated 
that such a prohibition weuld entail the 
formulation of a new principle of the Code. 

In the discussion which followed one 
member pointed out that the recommenda- 
tion as set down provisionally could be 
taken to refer to an architect who had at 
some time or other had his name removed 
from the register under Section 7 of the 
Principal Act but who later had been rein- 
Stated, 

It was agreed that the recommendation 
be referred back to the committee so that 
they could prepare a draft which would 
clarify the point raised. This would be sub- 
mitted for the Council’s consideration. 

The committee, it was reported, had con- 
sidered a scheme put forward by a firm of 
solicitors on behalf of an architect client 
whereby the latter would form a limited 
liability company: which would purchase 
from him his office premises, office fur- 
niture, fittings and equipment, and give him 
shares to the value of the assets so pur- 
chased. The company would not employ 
the architect, who would continue his prac- 
tice in the normal way, personally entering 
into contracts with clients and rendering his 
accounts to them for professional work done. 

The solicitor’s letter was quoted as saying: 
‘In consideration of the company providing 
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Allied ‘ pigeons ’—damp-preven- 
tion, cold galvanising, weather- 
proofing, the manufacture of 


concrete additives as well as 
mechanical appliances, these too 
have been taken in hand by 
Expandite Limited.

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the architect with office accommodation, 
staff, motor cars, equipment, stationery and 
so on, the architect would then pay over to 
the company by way of rent a substantial 
proportion of the fees he earned, retaining 
for himself an adequate reward for his work, 
and upon which his tax liability would not 
be so great as at present. 

“We shall be glad to know as soon as 
possible whether there is any objection to 
this course from the professional point of 
view, as it is not desired to incur substantial 
costs in carrying out either of these schemes 
if in the end it is found to be impracticable 
by reason of valid objections from the 
ruling body.’ 

It was stated by the committee that since 
it appeared to them that the scheme would 
not be in contravention of Principle V (in 
other words, the formation of the proposed 
company would not result in the architect 
carrying on his architectural practice in the 
form of a limited liability company or in 
his avoiding his responsibility to his clients), 
they could see no valid objection to it; but, 
nevertheless, in view of its possible impli- 
cations they would welcome the general 
views of the Council. 

Included in the scheme as had been origin- 
ally presented was the proposal that the 
company should also employ the staff work- 
ing for the architect, but on the Registrar’s 
pointing out to the solicitors that such an 
arrangement would enable the architect to 
divest himself from many of his responsibili- 
ties in respect of his employees, and in 
effect substantially limit his liability to his 
professional clients, the solicitors replied 
that if that was the real objection, the archi- 
tect would personally employ the staff. 

In the discussion which followed some of 
the members were of the opinion that such 
a procedure would be in opposition to the 
Code, others considered that although it was 
a form of tax evasion, as long as it was 
legal there was little to be said or done 
against it. 

The chairman stated that he had given 
a great deal of thought to the question and 
although he felt that this was a legal way 
round the question of taxation, it also 
seemed to him somewhat alien to the 
accepted Code of Conduct laid down for 
architects. He did not think, however, that 
the Council possessed the power to stop such 
a scheme. 


HOUSE INSULATION 
STANDARDS 


Draft Proposals Circulated 

ProposaLs for a model building by-law 
which would set higher standards for the 
thermal insulation of dwellings have been 
circulated. by the Ministry of Housing & 
Local Government to local authority associ- 
ations and other organisations for comment. 
If adopted, the new minimum standard—for 
roofs 0.23; for external walls 0.30; for 
ground floors 0.40—would mean in practice 
that no roof insulation would fall beiow 
that of a pitched roof with roofing felt under 
the tiles and a loose fill or insulating blanket 
over the upper ceiling. No external wall 
insulation would be less than that of a cavity 
wall with both leaves of brick, and the 
ground floor insulation would be equal to 
that of a suspended timber floor of tongued 
and grooved boarding not less than ¢ in. 
thick. 


BRUSSELS EXHIBITION 
Grand Prix Awards 


[HE British Government Pavilion has 
been judged one of the best three at 
the Brussels Universal and International 
Exhibition 1958, and 17 Grand Prix 
Awards have been gained by British firms 
exhibiting in the British Industry Pavilion. 
These results were announced on October 
15, by the Belgian Commissioner-General 
for the Exhibition at a ceremony in the 
Grand Auditorium. 

[The placing of the Pavilions had 
been given previously by Brussels Radio 
and was reported exclusively in The 
Builder of September 26, when the first 
three pavilions were illustrated.—Ep.] 

Silver medals in the same category were 
awarded to the British Industry Pavilion 
and the City of London Pavilion. The 
Gold medal for the British Government 
Pavilion placed it third after the Czecho- 
slovak Pavilion and the Belgian Public 
Works Department’s Civil Engineering 
Pavilion, out of over 120 competitors. 
The collective exhibits were judged by an 
international jury, selected by the Belgian 
Commissioner-General, on which 32 
countries were represented; awards were 
given for general educational and 
zsthetic —— and for presentation of 
the social aspect of the object of the 
Exhibition—the development of a genuine 
unity of mankind, based upon respect for 
human personality. 


Individual Exhibits 

British exhibitors in the British Indus- 
try Pavilion were awarded a total of at 
least 17 Grands Prix, 25 Diplomés 
d’Honneur, 26 Gold Medals, 44 Silver and 
28 Bronze Medals, for exhibits in a very 
large number of classes and sub-classes. 
Awards were made for three qualities 
together—utilisation of the product of 
work, quality of manufacture, and pre- 
sentation. 

When the exhibition closed on October 
19, 4,683,257 persons had visited the UK 
section. The British Government Pavilion, 
which was specially designed to assist in 
telling a continuous and coherent story, 
has been acclaimed the best in the Exhibi- 
tion by newspaper correspondents from 
many countries, and the whole United 
Kingdom Section has been praised for the 
‘ dignity,’ .‘ discretion ’ and ‘ imagination’ 
shown. 

Exhibitors in the British Industry 
Pavilion appear without exception to have 
found their participation valuable from 
the point of view of prestige and 
publicity.

Development Projects: Junior 


School, Amersham 


BuILpInc BuLLETIN No. 16 (HMSO, price 
7s. 6d.) describes the design and erection of 
the Woodside Junior School, Amersham. 
This is the most recently completed school in 
the Ministry of Education series of develop- 
ment projects and was carried out by the 
Ministry's Development Group for the Buck- 
inghamshire County Council. 

The project is the first in the series to be 
concerned with either junior education or 
conventional as opposed to prefabricated 
construction. The reasons for this choice 
are discussed in detail, as are the educational 
investigations that preceded the design of 
the school. An attempt has been made in 
the description of the design process to show 
how the architect has to balance educational 
and technical factors in order to achieve the 
combined aims of low cost, speed of con- 
struction, quality of finish and educational 
suitability. 

The Bulletin deals fully with every aspect 
of construction, including the process of 
negotiating the contract, and cost planning. 
Detailed sections on furniture (the first 
example of new British Standard recommen- 
dations), lighting and colour are included. 

The Bulletin is illustrated by photographs 
of the completed building, and by diagrams 
of room layouts, construction and every item 
of equipment and loose furniture. 














BUILDING AS A TEAM 
Successful Porthcawl Conference 


From a Correspondent 

HE Joint Consultative Committee of 

Architects, Quantity Surveyors and 
Builders for South Wales and Monmouth- 
shire recently organised a second residen- 
tial week-end conference at the Seabank 
Hotel, Porthcawl. The first such event 
held twelve months ago aroused a good 
deal of attention as a pioneer joint 
venture aimed at providing an intensive 
study of the latest techniques as practised 
by leading firms in each of the three 
branches of the building industry 
represented on the joint committee. 

The pattern of the recent conference was 
a first session on the present structure of 
the industry and the trend of organisation 
therein; a second on weaknesses in existing 
organisation and management; and a third 
session on ways of advancing efficiency. The 
final phase was a forum with particular 
reference to the impact made by the earlier 
sessions. Mr. Peter S. Newton, FCCS, 
opened discussion on the first aspect; Col. 
J. R. Marriott, of Rushden, led the second 
phase and Sir Noel Hall, Principal of the 
Administrative Staff College, Henley-on- 
Thames, presented the principles of efficient 
organisation. 

Some recommendations 

That the contributions made by the three 
speakers were first rate is manifest from the 
recommendations that.emerged from the 
appraisal made when the Conference 
reached its concluding stage. 

The first decision was that the National 
consultative committee be invited to explore 
the possibilities of setting up a residential 
college for joint courses in business 
principles and organisation and for research 
in those subjects in relation to the building 
industry. 

The next call was for the Regional con- 
sultative committee to enter into considera- 
tion of the possibility of organising, through 
the Welsh College of Advanced Technology, 
joint courses in building management cater- 
ing for principals and executives. A further 
decision was that the Regional committee be 
asked to sponsor the formation of joint local 
clubs on the lines of one already established 
at Swansea. The final recommendation was 
that a joint sub-committee be set up to review 
the present structure of the building team 
and to foster high efficiency and co-operation 
in meeting the needs of the times. 

Congratulations are due to the South 
Wales and Monmouthshire Consultative 
Committee whose chairman, Mr. W. 
Stephen Thomas, ARIBA, also acted in that 
capacity at the conference. The first week- 
end study was widely cited as giving a lead 
and the second such move may well prove 
to have initiated developments of consider- 
able significance.

‘FIRM PRICE TENDERS 
A SUCCESS’ 

Minister of Works’ Views 
CPENING the Manchester Building 

Trades Exhibition on October 14, 
the Rt. Hon. HucH Motson, MP, 
Minister of Works, said that the building 
industry must not look to the Govern- 
ment to provide it with unlimited orders. 
It could obtain work for itself if it was 
efficient and kept its prices down. There 
were two things which he wanted to urge 
should be done: first, no work should start 
until the building had been completely 
planned down to the last detail; second, 
there should be a firm price tender and 
variations should be kept to a minimum. 

*The Government introduced firm price 
tendering—or more accurately, returned to 
the pre-war practice—in April, 1957,’ the 
Minister continued. ‘ By now it is true to 
say that the great majority of Government 
building contracts are let on this basis and 
an increasing proportion of local government 
contracts, as well as a lafge number of those 
let by the nationalised industries. I can 
claim that the policy has been a success. 
Not only the cost of housing materials, but 
also the cost of building materials in general 
have shown a slight fall over the last twelve 
months. The price index for housing 
materials has fallen from 113.5 in September, 
1957, to 111.5 in August, 1958, and that for 
building materials generally from 115.5 to 
113.8 over the same period. These factors 
and others have resulted in stability of build- 
ing costs over the last two years with definite 
signs of a fall in the last few months. 
*The Government in adopting firm price 

tendering have done what they can to protect 
the interests of the taxpayer. But I have 
a wider interest than that: I am the Minister 
concerned with the well being of the building 
industry. I am anxious therefore that this 
stricter system of organising building should 
be adopted generally by private persons and 
industry. It is to the advantage of all parties: 
the architect is able to make his drawings, 
the builder knows what he will be required 
to do and the owner knows what he will 
have to pay. I therefore hope that this 
method will be generally adopted by archi- 
tects and by building owners.’

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SUB-CONTRACT WORK 


Conditions of tender for Heating, 
Ventilating and Domestic 
Engineering 
[HE Association of Heating, Ventilat- 

ing and Domestic Engineering 
Employers and the Association of Con- 
sulting Engineers have recently negotiated 
Conditions of Tender (Sub-Contract) and 
Form of Tender together with Appendix 
and Schedule.* 

Taken as a whole, these conditions of 
tender, though not negotiated with the 
RIBA or NFBTE, can be regarded as a 
helpful contribution towards clarifying 
the conditions of contract under which 
the successful tenderer will be required 
to carry out the sub-contract works. The 
majority of building contracts are let in 
the terms and conditions of the RIBA 
Standard Form of Contract issued under 
the sanction of the RIBA and the 
NFBTE, a form which provides, inter 
alia, for the terms and conditions under 
which the nominated sub-contractor 
(including the heating, ventilating and 
domestic engineer) shall carry out his 
work. 

In order that there be no ambiguity or 
misunderstanding in such cases, the sub- 
contractor is usually required to enter into 
a contract with the main contractor in 
the terms and conditions of the Standard 
Form of Sub-Contract issued under the 
sanction and approval of the NFBTE and 
FASS, and conforming with the require- 
ments of the conditions of the main con- 
tract. It is therefore very desirable that 
standard conditions of tender shall accord 
with standard conditions of sub-contract. 
Should there be any discrepancies, pru- 
dence demands that they be resolved 
before the sub-contract is let. 


Some points of difficulty 
The following points of difficulty which 
appear from a perusal of these Standard 
Conditions of Tender (Sub-Contract) can 
doubtless be overcome in practice: 


Clause 4. Care must be exercised to 
ensure that no works necessary to com- 
plete the main contract works are inad- 
vertently omitted either from the main 
contract or from the sub-contract. 


Clause 12. This clause as worded lends 
itself to possible interpretation differing 
from that of clause 16(b) of the Standard 
Conditions of Sub-Contract. 


Clause 15. So far as the main contract 
is concerned, the form of tender is not 
a contract document, and great care has 
been taken to ensure that nothing in the 
bills of quantities shall override, modify 
or affect in any way whatsoever the con- 
ditions of the main contract. 


The Standard Form of Sub-Contract 
sets out in agreed form the conditions of 
sub-contract so that these conditions 
accord with those of the main contract. 
It would appear, therefore, that this clause 
making the form of tender (sub-contract) 
a contract document is contrary to the 
spirit and intention of the main contract 
and would not be valid if the standard

form of sub-contract form be used 
unamended. 


Appendix. The Defects Liability period 
commences from the date of the practical 
completion of the main contract works. 
Is such clearly understood and intended 
by the wording of this clause? 


Schedule. It would appear from the 
setting out of the several items of this 
schedule that purchase tax does not rank 
for discount to be allowed to the builder, 
but under the terms and conditions of the 
main contract the builder is entitled to 
discount on the total amount certified as 
payable to the sub-contractor. 


‘ELEGANT DESIGN’ PRIZE 


Details of Duke of Edinburgh’s 
Award 


J hers establishment of The Duke of Edin- 
burgh’s Prize for Elegant Design, to 
which brief reference was made in our last 
issue, has been announced by the Council 
of Industrial Design. 

This annual award has been instituted on 
the initiative and through the generosity 
of HRH The Prince Philip, Duke of Edin- 
burgh. It shall be given for ‘ a contemporary 
design in current production distinguished 
by its elegance.’ Only such products as have 
been shown in the Design Centre, Hay- 
market, London, SW1, shall be eligible for 
consideration. 

The winning design will be chosen by an 
independent panel of four judges appointed 
at the invitation of HRH The Duke of 
Edinburgh. His Royal Highness, or his 
nominee, will act as chairman of the panel. 
The rest of the panel will normally be 
equally divided between the sexes, one man 
and one woman retiring each year, and no 
member other than the chairman serving 
for more than two years consecutively. 

The following have accepted His Royal 
Highness’s invitation to serve on the panel 
to choose the 1959 award from among the 
products exhibited in the Design Centre 
during 1958: Lady Casson, ARIBA; Miss 
Audrey Withers, OBE; Mr. Basil Spence, 
OBE, PRIBA, FSIA; and Sir John Summer- 
son, CBE, ARIBA. 

The prize will be given personally to the 
designer of the chosen product. In cases 
where more than one designer may be con- 
cerned in the product, the manufacturer will 
be asked to nominate the one who, in his 
opinion, has contributed most to its success. 

The prize will take whatever form the 
winning designer chooses provided that it 
does not cost.-more than £100 and that it 
can carry a suitable inscription. 

The prizewinner may either design the 
prize himself or commission another 


designer to do so. The CoID will arrange 


for the prize’s manufacture whether by a 
firm, by a craftsman or, in suitable cases, 
by a school or college of art. 

The prize will be announced publicly on 
the occasion of the presentation to manufac- 
turers of the certificates for the CoID’s 
selected ‘Designs of the Year.’ On that 
occasion The Duke of Edinburgh’s Prize- 
winner will receive a special certificate.

Planning Permission Refused to 
Thames-side Offices 


HE Court of Common Council, meeting 

in London on October 9, refused two 
applications to develop 89 to 92 Upper 
Thames-street and land extending south- 
wards to the Thames. The first application 
was in respect of development for office use 
at 3.5:1 plot ratio plus residential at 1.5:1 
plot ratio, while the second application 
sought permission to develop for office pur- 
poses at a plot ratio of 3:1. 

In both cases the applicants were Messrs. 
Knapton and Deane, of 6 Martin-lane, EC1. 

The Improvements and Town Planning 
Committee, recommending refusal, said that 
if permission were granted it would be con- 
trary to the policy for limiting the amount 
of land in the congested centre of the 
County of London devoted to intensive em- 
ployment uses to allow offices to be built 
on one of the limited number of sites avail- 
able for waterside commerce uses. 

Second, it stated that the area should 
continue to be reserved for waterside com- 
merce use for the re-accommodation, if 
necessary, of businesses at present on the 
waterfront, which will be displaced by im- 
provement schemes in other areas. 

Finally, it says that the office development 
ratio, as proposed, would result in a higher 
day-time population than would a waterside 
commerce development at a plot ratio of 
5:1, and would thus add to congestion on 
public transport facilities. 

Permission was granted for the develop- 
ment of 39 Crutched Friars by the erection 
of a five-storey building with a basement, 
for use as offices, and the display and tast- 
ing of wine, the fourth floor being used 
either as offices or a caretaker’s flat 
(Messrs. L. O. L. Hannen and J. H. Mark- 
ham, 7 Victoria-street, SW1). 

Also approved were the following:— 

38 and 39 Houndsditch—erection of a 
building comprising basement, ground and 
four floors over for wholesale warehouse 
purposes in conjunction with the adjoining 
building (Central Estate Department, 251/ 
256 Tottenham Court-road, W1). 

20 to 22 Cannon-street, 23 to 32. Bread- 
street and including Bread-street, 34 to 42 
Friday-street and 100a, b and c Queen 
Victoria-street—erection of a building com- 
prising basement car park, ground floor 
showrooms, and licensed premises with five 
floors over for use as offices together with 
the use of Bread-street as a private service 
road in conjunction with the site on the 
east side of Bread-street (Messrs. Stone, 
Toms and Partners, 28 South Audley-street, 
Wil). 

31 to 34, 35 and 36b Basinghall-street, 
1 and 2 Basinghall-avenue, and 1, 2, 2a, 5 
and 6 Guildhall Chambers—erection of an 
office building (Messrs. Joseph, 10 Lowndes- 
square, SW1). - 

The Council also approved drawings, sub- 
mitted in compliance with conditions of per- 
mission previously granted, in respect of the 
development of a site bounded by Cannon- 
street, Friday-street, Queen Victoria-street, 
the passage way adjoining St. Nicholas Cole 
Abbey and Distaff-lane, by the erection of 
a new building for use as printing works 
and offices. Conditional permission was 
granted on February 4, 1954.

ROYAL INSTITUTION OF CHARTERED SURVEYORS PAPER 


’ REPORT on Quantity Surveying in 

the United States of America’ was 
given by Mr. RosBert Stevens, ARICS, 
at a general meeting of the Royal Institu- 
tion of Chartered Surveyors, held in 
London on October 15, from which we 


take the following extracts. Mr. Stevens 
said : — 
This paper is a report of my 


attendance at the annual conference in 
Washington of the Construction Surveyors 
Institute and its purpose is to illustrate 
the business of quantity surveying in 
America. In the inevitable comparisons 
that will be drawn between British and 
American surveyors and their methods, I 
would say that full regard must be given 
to the background against which the 
American surveyor works, influenced as 
he is by the size of his country and, 
following as a direct result of this, a way 
of life differing in many ways from our 
own. 


The American Quantity Surveyor 


After describing in detail the back- 
ground of the American construction 
industry the speaker continued: I am 
sure that we have all at some time or 
another had to answer that difficult 
question, ‘ What is a quantity surveyor? ’ 
Perhaps our public relations system is at 
fault, but we are a mysterious band so 
far as the general public is concerned. 
It does not, I think, cause us great con- 
cern, because we realise that our function 
is understood at least within the industry. 

I think we should be shaken out of our 
complacency, however, if we were asked 
that question by a builder, and greatly 
embarrassed if our explanations were 
regarded with suspicion and brushed aside 
as being just another line of sales talk. 
Not exactly the treatment expected by the 
British quantity surveyor, but often so in 
the case of our American counterparts. 

In spite of these difficulties, the present 
time is one of opportunity for the 
American quantity surveyor. The rate of 
spending in America is so tremendous 
that very much theught is being given 
to the need of economy and obviously 
building costs are on a priority list as far 
as control and accurate estimating are 
concerned. 

In recent years, the accent has been on 
development rather than on control. We 
have all heard of the way in which 
American families enjoy the benefits of 
consumer luxuries without ever in fact 
ewning them—an enjoyment, it should 
be added, which is denied to families of 
equal standing anywhere else in the world. 
This way of life is deeply rooted now and 
accepted by the ordinary man as quite 
normal. But among the professional 
classes, much thought is given to the in- 
security of the system and I was surprised 
at the number of people who were quite 
convinced that, unless some form of 
control was exercised, there would un- 


doubtedly be an economic disaster. From 
an onlooker’s point of view, especially 
one from a country which has been poised 
on the edge of such a precipice for so 
many years, I found this difficult to 
believe. I ventured to suggest that a 
country so rich in natural resources and 
adequately developed to exploit them was 
hardly likely to suffer a depression. The 
answer given me was that no country— 
America or elsewhere—could afford to 
waste as much for so long, without serious 
repercussions. 

Building, being as important as it is, 
fits clearly into the framework of these 
considerations. Building must go on. 
Therefore, to satisfy the growing desire 
to economise, there is a trend towards 
more accurate estimating and tighter 
budgeting, and the American quantity 
surveyor is trying hard to seize this 
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opportunity of establishing himself as an 
indispensable member of the building 
team. 

In order to pave the way for ultimate 
recognition as an accepted and useful 
professional adviser, the American quan- 
tity surveyor must prove his case on a 
number of points :— 

(a) that his services are necessary and 
will result in an economy; 

(b) that his services are carried out with 
the greatest speed; 

(c) that economically America needs 
financial control in building; and 

(d) that the employment of a quantity 
surveyor is a worth-while investment. 

He has to prove these points to both 
the architect and builder, and he will 
perhaps one day turn to the more difficult 
task of proving them to the developer. 
As yet, the American quantity surveyor 
has-little or no contact with the client and 
has no contract status. I understand that 
at the moment there is no desire to carry 
the responsibilities, as borne by the British 
quantity surveyor, but it is realised that 
ultimate professionalisation must include 
full contract status as it is known in 
Britain.

As to the question, ‘ What can you do? ’ 
he will say that he can:— 

(a) prepare assessments of the estimated 
cost of the project; 

(b) prepare schedules of quantities for 
builders and sub-contractors; 

(c) advise architects on the cost of 
various materials and techniques; and 

(d) produce documents that will enable 
builders to estimate on a similar basis. 


Spread over the whole of the United 
States are many people who make a living 
by preparing estimates for builders and 
measuring and valuing builders’ work, 
drawing plans and performing in many 
respects the work of a builder’s surveyor. 
There is no record of how many people 
are self-employed in this fashion, but it 
must number many thousands. Because 
such work is still in its infancy in 
America, there is no standardisation, 
either in method of measurement, descrip- 
tion of measurement or procedure, and, 
from what I could gather, owing to the 
relatively unpopular or misunderstood 
nature of the quantity surveyor’s work, 
there is no guarantee of continued 
employment, although this has been 
largely offset by the building boom that 
America has enjoyed since the end of 
the war. 

There is, however, a body of men who 
are determined to professionalise quantity 
surveying and to do everything in their 
power to provide what they consider to 
be the right status for a quantity surveyor. 
They wish to ensure that his services are 
more widely used on a proper scale of 
payment and generally to accomplish the 
establishment of quantity surveying as a 
profession. 

In 1926, the American Institute of 
Quantity Surveyors was formed. In 1946, 
the title was changed to the Construction 
Surveyors Institute. The term construc- 
tion surveyor is a wide one; I think it 
is a descriptive one, in that it is easily 
recognised by the general public in 
America to be connected with building, 
whereas the term quantity surveyor might 
be misleading. 

This Institute has grown very slowly. 
I understand that the membership is at 
present in the region of 400-500, although 
there has recently been a considerable 
increase in the number of applications 
for membership. 

To establish such an Institute is obvi- 


ously a task requiring the greatest deter- 
mination and patience. The battle for 
recognition is not restricted to the accept- 
ance of quantity surveying as a profession 
but includes the difficult task of recruiting 
members. 


The Surveyor’s Work 


Surveyors generally are in agreement 
as to the value of their services and on 
what they are prepared to do, but their 
method of working varies considerably, 
and of the many surveyors whom I met, 
I cannot remeinber two who agreed com- 
pletely on the question of procedure. In 
describing the methods of working, I have 
therefore adopted those recommended 
by the Construction Surveyors Institute. 
These, I consider to be sound and techni- 
cally efficient and I am sure they are well 
suited to the systems in use in American 
construction. I think, too, that these 
methods may be those most widely 
adopted as the practice of quantity survey- 
ing grows. 

The Construction Analysis and A pprai- 
sal_—We all know the importance of the 
approximate estimate and we have all at 
some time or other argued as to how 
approximate it should be. It is difficult 
to explain to architects that an approxi- 
mate estimate is a quantity surveyor’s 
opinion of what a thing might be expected 
to cost. It is not easy to convince people 
that the eventual price obtained from a 
builder may be perhaps more, perhaps 
less, than the figure we have given. 
Generally, architects in this country 
understand and appreciate the quantity 
surveyor’s position in this rather difficult 
matter. In America, the situation, 
although similar, is, I think, rather more 
acute. I have used the approximate 
estimate as a means of comparison to 
illustrate what is known as a ‘ construction 
analysis and appraisal.’ 

I think that I should say here that the 
construction surveyor in America would 
expect to be paid a fee for this particular 
service, and to this one might add that 
this is another instance where American 
practice differs to some extent from the 
British procedure. 

This construction appraisal is a matter 
of considerable importance, and the archi- 
tect is most emphatic that this preliminary 
bid is one which may well influence the 
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client’s decision to go ahead or abandon 
the project. 

The architect’s preliminary bid can be 
produced in a number of ways. He may 
do it himself and if his firm is large 
enough to include a quantity surveying 
department such a task would be a routine 
matter. The majority of architects do not 
possess this facility and they are left with 
the alternatives of asking a contractor for 
a preliminary bid, or instructing a con- 
$truction surveyor to prepare an appraisal 
of the project. 

The construction surveyor, then, first 
appears as a man who can produce an 
analysis and an appraisal of the possible 
cost of the work. This particular facet 
of the quantity surveyor’s work is one 
which is attracting a great deal of atten- 
tion and interest from architects. 

If you will look at Fig. 1, you will see 
that the surveyor has produced a separate 
quantity and rate of labour and material 
for each of the components listed. This 
is a general principle of American costing 
and estimating. Whereas we calculate a 
comprehensive rate, the American likes to 
see a Separate price for each element. 

This analysis is set out in a systematic 
and workmanlike way, and the contractor 
can see at a glance the amount of material 
involved, together with the estimated 
labour element and the costs of each. 
He can, if necessary, apply his own per- 
centage to cover overheads and profit. 
In the case of an appraisal prepared for 
the architect by the quantity surveyor, 
the surveyor would, of course, apply what 
he considers a reasonable percentage to 
cover these items. 

For producing this analysis, the con- 
struction surveyor will be paid a fee which 
will be the subject of agreement between 
himself and the architect, and I am told 
that the fee on average would be about 
one-quarter of 1 per cent. on projects of 
under $1,000,000 in value, and on larger 
projects the percentage would be rather 
lower." The time taken to produce an 
appraisal of this sort varies considerably, 
but I understand that a surveyor would 
expect to be given two or three weeks to 
produce an analysis for a project of about 
$1,000,000 in value. 

Coupled with this part of the surveyor’s 
work is the preparation of contractors’ 
estimates, which would be set out ina 
similar way to a construction analysis and 
appraisal and would be paid for at the 
same rate. 

The Construction Purchase Requisition. 
—This document is the equivalent of a 
bill of quantities, but its use, although in 
some ways like that of a bill, is by no 
means as universal and certainly does not 
have the same contract significance. 

A purchase requisition sets out the total 
amount of labour and materials necessary 
to carry out the work, and Fig. 2 gives a 
typical sheet from a purchase requisition, 
and you will see the detail in which it is 
recorded. I gathered that these requisi- 
tions are, in the main, prepared for 
work sponsored by Government or local 
authority bodies. I believe they are used 
quite a lot for schools and generally for 
work which must, because of committee 
regulations, be the subject of competitive 
estimates priced on a standard basis. 
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Your plans call for

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They are not, however, very often pre- 
pared for private work. I understood 
that few quantity. surveyors are eager to 
do this, because it may lead eventually 
to the quantity surveyor becoming what 
he is in Great Britain, and at the moment 
at any rate there is no great desire on 
the part of the American surveyor to take 
on the responsibilities carried by British 
surveyors. 

The purchase requisition is a very 
detailed document and takes some con- 
siderable time to prepare. This is still 
less than the time it would take to prepare 
bills of quantities for a similar project, 
but the measurement is much simpler 
and Fig. 3 sets out what is known as a 
measurement tabulation schedule. This 
is the sheet on which all dimensions are 
taken, then abstracted and produced as 
quantities which are to be entered on to 
the purchase requisition sheet. 

The whole system is simple and straight- 
forward, and can be carried out quickly 
by an experienced man with sufficient 
accuracy to meet the needs of American 
builders. 

So far as fees are concerned, the 
average charge for preparing a purchase 
requisition for bids is } per cent to 14 per 
cent, depending on the size of the pro- 
ject; and the rate for preparing materials 
purchase requisitions is 14 per cent to 
3 per cent on the value of material, plus 
the labour involved in preparation. 

I was told that the use of purchase 
requisitions as a basis for bidding has 
increased tremendously in the last few 
years, and I have no doubt that the prime 
movers for an advance in this direction 
are the contractors themselves. It is 
obviously an advantage to an estimator 
to be provided with a properly set out 
schedule of labour and material, rather 
than be left to his own method of dealing 
with a set of }-in. scale drawings. 


. Personnel 


During my visit to the United States I 
was unable to obtain very much informa- 
tion on the training and recruitment of 
quantity surveyors. Quantity surveying is 
not a recognised subject in any of the 
technical schools or colleges, and the 
would-be surveyor relies for his training 
either on his employer or on his own 
experience. In the very hard school of 
American quantity surveying, he soon 
learns if his methods are efficient or other- 
wise. 





The present-day quantity surveyors are 
largely men who have graduated from 
other professions or have adopted this 
work as a means of specialising. I think 
that a good many are engineers who, 
desperate for data on building costs, have 
been forced to provide this information 
for themselves. This in turn has led to 
the realisation that such data is a highly 
marketable commodity and it is but a 
short step from here to setting up as a 
construction surveyor. 

For those who follow on, I think the 
position may be different. As the recogni- 
tion of the quantity surveyor’s value 
grows, so in turn will the surveyors in- 
crease in stature and become more jealous 
of the standard of the work produced. 
At this point of theory, the parallel with 
the history of our own Instituticn is very 
clear, and it can be foreseen that where to- 
day the Construction Surveyors Institute 
demand a ‘sample of work,’ they will 
very soon be demanding some more 
definite proof of the candidate’s ability. 

Salaries vary considerably and depend 
largely on location, as they do in Great 
Britain. The scale quoted me by an office 
in New York was as follows :— 

Apprentices: $1.00 per hour, increasing 

by 0.25 every six months. 

After four years: $2.50 to $3.00 per 

hour. 

Top level taker-off (all trades): $4.00 

to $5.00 per hour. 

It is interesting to note from this that 
the salary expected by a top level man 
is roughly equivalent to that paid to a 
building craftsman. : 

The Specification Writer.—I have in the 
text of this paper made reference to the 
specification writer and I should now like 
to illustrate the activities of this important 
member of the construction industry. 

The specification in America occupies 
a position approximating in significance 
to our own bills of quantities. In cases 
here where there are no bills, the architect 
issues a contract specification but, where 
in Britain such a method is the exception 
rather than the rule, the reverse applies 
in America. 

Another organisation carrying the 
initials CSI—this time the Construction 
Specifications Institute—has been formed 
for the purpose of encouraging the pre- 
paration of better specifications. The 
membership of this Institute is large, 
running into some thousands and consists 
mainly of qualified architects and engi-

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neers, all dedicated to the task of improv- 
ing the art of specification writing. 

The activities of this Institute are wide- 
spread and the membership is organised 
on a basis of regional ‘chapters,’ each 
with an executive committee. They pro- 
duce a magazine called ‘The Construc- 
tion Specifier’ and I had the impression 
that the whole organisation was one of 
great enthusiasm and determination. 

I think it is significant that in comparing 
those two CSIs, one is conscious at once 
of the rapidity of growth of the Construc- 
tion Specifications Institute, as compared 
with the Construction Surveyors Institute. 
This, I suggest, may be due to one or 
even a combination of the following 
reasons : — 

(a) the industry understands specifica- 
tions and not bills of quantities and there- 
fore gravitates towards familiar ground; 

(b) architects generally resent the en- 
croachment of another professional man, 
and feel that by improving their own 
standards will obviate the need for quan- 
tity surveyors; 

(c) the general lack of knowledge of 
quantity surveying precludes any wide- 
spread interest in the subject; and 

(d) the awakening interest in economic 
control is illuminating the need for greater 
efficiency in professional work.

fb leg continued growth of the Institute of 

Quantity Surveyors was referred to by 
Sir Thomas Bennett, KBE, FRIBA, when he 
spoke at the Institute’s annual dinner and 
dance, which was held at the Trocadero 
Restaurant, W1, last Friday evening. In a 
witty and amusing speech in which he pro- 
posed the toast of the Institute, Sir Thomas 
said that many clients were saying that quan- 
tity surveying was costing too much, parti- 
cularly for housing, and that there must be 
a quicker and shorter way of doing it. How- 
ever this might be, the growth of the 
Institute meant that the time was coming, 
he felt sure, when the IQS would want to 
express its views on such matters. 

In his response, the President, Major J. 
Youdan Briggs, TD, said that the Institute, 
which was founded in 1938 with a member- 
ship of 134, had grown _to a strength of 
4,200 this year, with over a thousand candi- 
dates sitting the examinations. The toast 
of the guests was proposed by Mr. R. E.

Arthur Whitaker, KCB, President of the 
Institution of Civil Engineers, ably seconded 
by Mr. George Tomkins, of Liverpool.

Two safety pamphlets 
have been - produced in the past by the 
committee; one of the ‘Guarding of Kiln 


Rollers,’ the other ‘Tipping of Materials 
from Vehicles.’ This, the third pamphlet to 
be produced, is of a more general nature 
and deals with falls of persons—the biggest 
single type of accident in the industry. Its 
purpose is to draw attention to the impor- 
tance of the problem, to list the common 
causes of falls of persons and to suggest 
ways of correcting and removing these 
causes.

OVERSEAS BUILDIN G 


BURMA.—It has been decided to allocate 
$2,846,000 of the $25m. US loan to pay the 
foreign exchange costs of increasing water 
supplies and improving sanitation through- 
out Burma; $1,400,000 will be spent on 
Rangoon’s water supply and $645,000 on im- 
proving the city sewerage system; $577,000 
to purchase well drilling equipment, pipe and 
pumps for villages throughout Burma. The 
remaining $224,000 is to finance a survey of 
water resources and plans for distribution 
systems for Prome, Myingan, Magwe, 
Shwebo and Toungoo. Another project to 
be financed under this loan is the expansion 
of Union of Burma Applied Research 
Institute, $955,000. 


CANADA.—Digging the new under- 
ground railway in Toronto will commence 
before Christmas. This will be a 10-mile 
crosstown line to bisect Canada’s first four- 
and-a-half mile underground which opened 
four years ago, The Ontario municipal 
board approved plans for the metropolitan 
government, covering the city and its 12 
suburbs, and the Toronto Transit Commis- 
sion to split the $200m. cost of the line. 
The board has set a timetable for under- 
ground construction: work on the Univer- 
sity-avenue spur may start at once. The 
eastern section to Greenwood-avenue after 
January 1, 1962. The western section to 
Keele-street after January 1, 1967. Officials 
say trains could be running on the new line 
by 1969. .. . Plans are being prepared by an 
architectural firm for Calgary’s first 20-storey 
building. The estimated cost of this struc- 
ture will be $5m. with 150,000 sq. ft. of floor 
space planned, Until recently the height 
limit for buildings in Calgary was 12 floors. 
E. G. M. Cape and Co., Ltd., of Montreal, has 
been awarded the $lm. Bank of Canada 
office building contract at Halifax. The 
structure will comprise seven storeys, two of 
which will be below ground level. 


COLOMBIA.—It is reported that a 
Colombian company has been formed to 
carry out studies in the region of Guatira, 
Department of Marino, for the siting of a 
hydro-electric plant. This project, which has 
been under consideration for many years, 
now seems likely to be carried into effect 
and will be able to supply electric energy for 
the whole of the Department. Companies 
in the Department of Santander are agitating 
for the construction of a hydro-electric plant 
at Sogamoso, Department of Boyace, whose 
potential output is calculated at 200,000 kW. 
This plant is proposed as the solution for 
the required supply of electric power to 
Santander especially in view of the projected 
industrialisation of the area around Barran- 
cabermeja.... The Public Municipal Com- 
panies of Cartagena have announced that the 
amplification of the aqueduct of that city 
is under consideration. An American firm 
has been engaged to carry out the study and 
it is said that their report will be delivered 
to the Companies at the beginning of next 
year. 

HONG KONG.—The Government, after 
receiving preliminary plans and _ estimates 
from the consulting engineers, Messrs. 
Binnie, Deacon & Gourley, of London, and 
the water engineer of the Public Works 


Dept., Mr. T. O. Morgan, have decided to 
proceed immediately with the construction 
of a new impounding reservoir at Shek Pik, 
on Lantou Island, Estimated to cost $220m. 
and to take five years to build, this new reser- 
voir will be the largest in the Colony and 
will augment the present water storage capa- 
city by 50 per cent. It will contain 
5,350,000,000 galls. and be served by 18 
miles of catchment channels fed from over 
8,200 acres of land at the South-West end 
of Lantou. An earth dam 1,700 ft. long and 
170 ft. high will be constructed. There will 
be six miles of tunnels on Lantou carrying 
48 in, dia. pipes, in pairs, and 14 miles of 
30 in, dia. sub-marine pipelines; three new 
service reservoirs—one of 30 million galls. 
capacity—and a pumping station at Mount 
Davis on Hong Kong Island. Preliminary 
work has already begun. . . . An up-to-date 
maintenance depot, to be leased to the Hong 
Kong Aircraft Engineering Co., after being 
built by the Government, is planned at Kai 
Tak Airport. There will be three hangar- 
type buildings of about 34,000 sq. ft. each, 
one of which will have a ‘tail’ gable to 
accommodate all known aircraft. A four- 
storey reinforced concrete building will have 
offices, electrical shops and general stores, 
whilst single-storey workships and a large 
service apron will complete the group. No 
estimate of cost has been given. ... A new 
Lady Chapel is being built for St. John’s 
Cathedral, to designs by Leigh & Orange (J. 
Howarth, MA, ARIBA), and a stained-glass 
window, of over 400 sq. ft. in area, donated 
by former worshippers of Holy Trinity 
Cathedral, Shanghai, is being installed in the 
North Transept. The window depicts three 
scenes from the life of Christ, and is the 
work of Eric Nuttgers, England, The con- 
tractor for this work is Lam Woo & Co. 


INDIA.—A formal agreement has been 
signed between the Indian Government and 
Associated Electrical Industries appointing 
the latter as purchasing agents for equipment 
required for Heavy Electricals (Private) Ltd., 
the Government undertaking to whom AEI 
are technical consultants. Purchases will be 
made under credit facilities arranged by a 
syndicate of British Banks. . . . For some 
time now the question of future oil refining 
capacity in North-East India has been 
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vigorously debated. The Government's 
original plan that oil from new fields in 
Assam should go to two new refineries to be 
established in the public sector; one in 
Assam and a bigger one at Barauni in Bihar 
is to be adhered to and to finalise its nego- 
tiations with Rumania for the construction 
of the smaller of the two, It is reported that 
this refinery will cost about £8m. of which 
60 per cent will be in foreign exchange. ... 
A party of Russian experts arrived in Delhi 
recently to discuss with the Indian authori- 
ties the Soviet Union’s offer of technical and 
financial assistance for the development of 
the pharmaceutical industry in India. After 
discussions in Delhi with Ministers and offi- 
cials, the Russian experts visited a number of 
possible sites for the factories which are the 
subject of their recommendations. 


INDONESIA.—Under the $15m. United 
States-Indonesian loan recently ratified by 
the Indonesian Parliament the USA has made 
$8m. available for highway construction in 
Sumatra. The exact route of the highway is 
under discussion. A large-scale con- 
struction project for the building of schools 
in North Sumatra at a cost of about £1m. is 
planned. The first stage in the 
Djatiluhur power project is West Java, which 
will be the biggest in Indonesia, has been 
completed. Work on the second stage, the 
construction of the big tunnel is to begin 
soon. The work is being carried out by the 
Compagnie Francaise d’Enterprises. a” 
New harbour works costing about £300,000 
are to be carried out at Boom Baru, Palem- 
bang, including extension of the quays. It is 
estimated that the work will be completed 
within two years. The Prime 
Minister has now replied to the joint report 
of the Parliamentary committees studying the 
bill embodying the Five Year Plan. The 
latter envisages the spending of £300,000 in 
the Government sector, Under the Plan 
heavy industries are to be set up in Indonesia, 
including an iron and steel blast furnace 
and an aluminium plant. The Gov- 
ernment are also planning to build three 
sugar mills in Celebes, of which one will be 
in the Goa area and another in Pare-Pare. 

The Trade and Industrial Council in 
Macassar are planning the building of an 
oxygen plant there. 

NEW ZEALAND.—The new Minister in 
charge of the State Hydro-Electric Depart- 
ment announced early this year that the new 
Government desired the opportunity of 
further investigation of the power supply 
position before accepting the previous 
Government's proposals in full. This has 
now been carried out and the results pub- 
lished in a White Paper laid before the 
House of Representatives. The new plan 
outlines a revised progfamme to meet 
demand for power only up to 1965 and firm 
proposals for development beyond that date 
appear to be deferred, at least for a year. 
The main features of the part of the new 
plan covering the period up to 1965 are: (1) 
The Cook Strait cable proposal is deferred 
initially for one year, though it is recognised 
that the integration of North and South 
Island systems has many advantages. The 
proposal to build an oil-fired gas-turbine 
station at Korokoro near Wellington is 
abandoned. (2) Additional generators to be 
installed at Ohakuri and Atiamuri as recom- 
mended in the 1957 plan of 28 mW and 21

(3) The 
Aratiata hydro station (60 mW) to be com- 
pleted by April 1, 1964, i.e. early winter, 
instead of October 1 as proposed in the for- 
mer plan. (4) A new peak load hydro 
station to be built at Maraetai on the 
Waikato river (where there is already a 
station of 180 mW). The first installation 
of two generators, with a capacity of 72 mW, 
to be completed by June 1, 1963, but five 
generators and 180 mW are contemplated 
eventually. (5) Two additional generators of 
11 mW high pressure and of 30 mW mixed 
pressure, to be installed at Wairakei, thus en- 
abling an output of 100 per cent instead of 
85 per cent as previously planned. (6) 
Although the Cook Strait cable is deferred 
work on the 480 mW Benmore hydro-electric 
station is to proceed, though its urgency is 
clearly reduced if the two island systems are 
not connected. The Waitangi and Maryburn 
South Island schemes included in the former 
plan are also to be deferred or retarded 
for the time being. The Kaituna-Bay of 
Plenty North Island hydro scheme, included 
in the former plan, is however, still under 
active investigation. It is estimated that the 
amended plan will save £5.1m. Additional 
expenditure of £8m. is offset by deferred 
expenditure of £8.5m. The White Paper 
regards the development of further North 
Island hydro-electric sources much more 
optimistically than did the former plan. 
Details of investigations carried out by 
the Ministry of Works engineers reveal 
the following scope for further poten- 
tial North Island development:—{1) The 
Upper Waikato area above Lake Taupo 
offers the possibility of developing a further 
400-450 mW. (2) Potential power sources 
exist on several of the main North Island 
rivers, in particular those flowing north into 
the Bay of Plenty. On the Kaituna river 
work so far carried out suggests that a station 
there could develop 84 mW of power. On 
the Rangitaiki river, surveys and investiga- 
tions on five sites have been carried out and 
the area potential can now be definitely put 
at between 280 and 300 mW. A development 
of 80 mW is considered possible on the 
Whakatane river. On the Waioeka, develop- 
ment on 70 mW seems practicable. A pre- 
liminary appraisal of a favourable dam site 
on the Motu river gave a possible two-stage 
development totalling 135 mW. And there 
seems a possibility of developing 500 mW 
on the Mohaka river which flows south-east 
into Hawke Bay. In addition to these poten- 
tial sources of additional hydro power, 
further development of geo-thermal power is 
under consideration. Engineers will shortly 
be in a position to consider Stage 3 at 
Wairakei, encouraging progress is being 
made with investigations at Waiotapu, south 
of Rotorua, and it is confidently anticipated 
that a station of 40 or 50 mW could be estab- 
lished at Kawerau. 


SPAIN.—In an interview with a Madrid 
newspaper, Mr. Marvin Fox of the Inter- 
nuclear Company of Missouri, who was des- 
cribed as the engineer who would direct the 
construction of the Sobron nuclear power 
station, said that it had not yet been decided 
whether an American or British type of 
reactor would be employed but that it was 
expected that the station would be com- 
pleted by the beginning of 1965... . The 
Ministry of Public Works has announced a 
plan for the import of heavy road-building

AFRICAN BUILDING 


Tue value of building plans passed in the 
eighteen principal urban areas of the Union 
of South Africa during the first eight months 
of 1958 totalled £42m., reports Barclays Bank 
DCO’s ‘ Overseas Review.’ This represents 
an increase of roughly £3m. by comparison 
with the corresponding figure for last year. 
The increase has been due largely to a rise 
(of £1.7m.) in the value of plans for flats and 
dwelling houses. Flats themselves accounted 
for an upward movement of £4m. but this 
was offset to the extent of £2.3m. by a drop 
in house plans. The country’s programme 
for major alterations to existing buildings 
have increased this year by some £1,3m. 

Despite the modest improvement suggested 
by the value increase in plans passed this 
year, the building industry is said to be ‘ still 
in the doldrums’ in Bloemfontein, Port Eliza- 
beth, amongst smaller contractors in 
Durban and more generally in country areas. 
Plan values do not in themselves always re- 
flect accurately the current trend; often after 
these are passed the plans are redrawn and 
then passed again, or are never proceeded 
with for one reason or another. 
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Dundee Redevelopment Plan 


ATURDAY, October 18, was the final 

day for the lodging of objections to the 
Dundee Corporation Overgate redevelop- 
ment plan. It is envisaged that the redevelop- 
ment scheme, including the High-street island 
site, will be practically completed in five 
years. 

This was stated at a meeting organised by 
Dundee Chamber of Commerce, when 
traders whose premises are to be demolished 
to make way for the buildings met to ques- 
tion Mr. V. Linacre, Scottish representative 
of Messrs. Healey and Baker, London, who 
are to carry out the plan for a finance group. 
Mr. Linacre said the whole scheme was 
virtually a fait accompli now and within the 
foreseeable future they would be starting to 
build. 

It was intimated on October 18 that nine 
objections to the redevelopment plan -had 
been lodged with Dundee Town Clerk’s 
department, with the possibility of others 
being received by the Secretary of State for 
Scotland at St. Andrew's House, Edinburgh.
